There  were  1031  Uniform  Commercial  Code  (financial  Statements) 
122  Terminations  and  10  Trust  Agreements  recorded. 


The  receipts  over  the  counter  for  Dog  Licenses  amounted  to 
$4590,00  for  1017  Male  Dogs,  182  Females  and  643  Spayed  Femals. 
The  City  Treasurer  received  $4123,25  to  be  turned  over  to  the 
County  Treasurer  and  $466.75  fees  retained.  The  Gross  amount 
also  covered  21  $10,00  keonel  licenses,  2 $25,00  kennels  and 
2 $50,00  kennels.  The  individual  dog  population  exclusive  of 
dog  kennels  is  1867,  which  is  1C9  less  than  in  1969.  Two 
rabies  clinics  were  held  at  the  Public  Works  Garage  in  the  months 
of  April  and  September  which  the  City  Clerk  attended.  All  dogs 
must  have  rabies  shots  as  provided  for  in  the  G,L,  Chapter  207 
of  the  Acts  of  1969  and  which  are  recorded  with  the  City  Clerk, 


There  were  2204  Sporting  Licenses  sold  over  the  counter  with 
a gross  value  of  $12,074,50 

The  Resident  Fishing  licenses  were  greatest  in  demand  with 
796  being  issued;  426  Resident  Hunting  Licenses,  364  Sporting 
Licenses,  149  Minor  Fishing,  134  Female  Fishing,  3 minor 
trapping,  2 adult  trapping,  7 seven  day  non  resident  fishing, 

59  non-resident  fishing;  58  non-resident  hunting;  109  Free 
Resident  Sporting  Licenses  (Mass.  Residents  70  years  of  age  or 
older);  9 Mass,  Special  Free  License  for  those  on  Old  Age 
Assistance,  paraplegics  and  blind;  54  Special  Free  Sporting  Licenses 
for  those  in  the  Military  and  Naval  Services;  Over  the  year 
there  were  19  duplicate  licenses  issued  and  15  Archery  Deer  Stamps, 
There  were  approximately  175  Antlerless  Deer  Permits  issued 
to  those  requesting  the  same.  The  gross  amount  received  over 
the  counter  for  the  vario^us  licenses  in  this  category  amounted 
to  $12,074,50,  the  Division  of  Fisheries  & Game  receiving 
$11,573,50  and  $50$, 00  fees  retained.  In  December  of  1970

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
1970 


The  Honorable  Thomas  A.  Piggott 
The  Honorable  Municipal  Council 

Gentlemen : 

I herewith  respectfully  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Attleboro 
Police  Department  for  the  year  1970. 

During  the  year  police  activity  continued  to  increase  in  a number 
of  areas.  Officers  of  this  department  issued  2,118  motor  vehicle 
citations  for  moving  violations  which  is  an  Increase  of  20%  over 
the  previous  year;  and  it  is  significant  to  note  that  there  was 
an  increase  of  13%  in  motor  vehicle  accidents.  Officers  of  this  de- 
partment responded  to  or  investigated  3,645  complaints  which  is  a 
decrease  of  3%.  This  decrease  is  probably  erroneous  because  the  depart- 
ment instituted  procedures  to  reduce  the  number  of  written  reports.  Now 
the  procedure  such  as,  false  burglar  alarms,  dead  dogs  and  like  comp-* 
laints  are  entered  on  the  daily  desk  journal  thereby  reducing  man  hours 
used  in  typing  reports.  The  figure  of  3,645  is  the  number  of  written 
reports  or  miscellaneous  complaints  that  were  serious  enough  to  warr- 
ant a typewritten  report.  There  is  a marked  increase  in  precious 
metal  thefts  from  industrial  plants  in  the  city  which  results  in  long 
costly  investigation  by  detectives.  Narcotics  violations  also  continue 
to  rise.  Traffic  on  the  major  traffic  arteries  traversing  the  city 
also  continue  to  increase.  Engineers  from  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Public  Works  estimate  that  it  increases  by  ten  per  cent  a year.  The 
Police  Department  at  the  time  of  this  report  is  below  the  New  England 
average  for  officers  per  one  thousand  population.  The  city  has  a popula- 
tion of  33,000  with  52  sworn  officers  for  a ratio  of  1,58  per  one  thou- 
sand inhabitants.  Fraudulent  check  activity  is  on  the  increase  and  re- 
quires a considerable  amount  of  time  for  this  department.  Fraudulent 
checks  amounting  to  approximately  $25,858,00  were  passed  4n  Attleboro 
during  the  year.  Of  this  amount,  about  $19,000,00  was  recovered 
and/or  criminal  prosecution  was  initiated.  A new  automated  records 
system  was  installed  which  resulted  in  a centralization  of  all  of  the 
department’s  records.  $6,200,00  or  60%  of  the  cost  of  the  system  was 
received  through  the  office  of  the  Attorney  General  from  monies  provided' 
by  the  Federal  Safe  Streets  Act.  The  reorganization  of  the  Police  De- 
partment which  was  passed  by  ordinance  January  1,1969  was  completed. 

Eight  officers  of  rank  attended  and  completed  courses  at  the  Command 
Training  Institute  at  Babson  College  of  Business  Administration,  Welles- 
ley, Massachusetts,  The  general  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  requires  that 
officers  elevated  in  rank  must  attend  and  complete  such  a course  in 
supervisory  training  as  prescribed  by  the  Massachusetts  Police  Tainins^ 
Council.  All  eight  of  the  officers  were  newly  appointed  sergeants,  lieu- 
tenants and  a captain  and  therefore  the  law  was  complied  with.  Six 
officers  of  this  department  completed  the  six  week  basic  training  course 
as  required  by  statute.  Five  of  the  officers  attended  the  Bristol 
County  Police  Academy  at  Attleboro.  This  academy  is  state  approved  and 
is  operated  by  this  department.  The  academy  conducted  one  class  during 
the  year  from  which  19  trainees  graduated  coming  from  nine  different 
police  departments  or  agencies.  One  officer  completed  basic  training 
at  the  Fall  River  Police  Academy.  One  detective  attended  the  Attorney 
General’s  Narcotics  Course  of  two  weeks  duration  and  and  two  detectives 
attended  the  state  police  narcotics. course  of  one  week  duration.  The 
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Report  of  the  Police  Department  continued: 

school  safety  officer  conducted  classes  on  safety  and  narcotcs  in 
the  school  system  in  conjunction  with  the  school  department.  The 
safety  officer  and  detectives  also  gave  a number  of  lectures  at 
night  to  various  interested  groups  on  narcotics  and  dangerous  drugs. 

Attached  herewith  are  statistical  data  relating  to  the  activities 
of  the  police  department  for  the  year. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  size  of  the  police  department  be  in- 
creased by  eleven  patrolmen.  Four  of  these  officers  would  be  utili- 
zed to  replace  the  sergeants  currently  assigned  to  the  desk.  The 
sergeants  would  then  be  assigned  to  patrol  supervisor  duties.  This 
would  provide  for  a closer  and  more  direct  supervision  of  the  officers 
assigned  to  street  and  cruiser  duty.  It  would  also  place  one  more 
policeman  on  the  street  in  the  form  of  a sergeant.  Most  police  text- 
books relating  to  administration  adhere  to  the  rule  that  the  maximum 
number  of  men  that  can  be  effectively  supervised  is  from  six  to  ten 
men.  We  now  exoeed  that  numbesp  without  any  direct  supervision,  This 
plan  would  be  most  desirable  if  net  a neeessity  in  order  to  provide 
quality  peliee  preteetien.  The  ether  seven  men  would  be  to  provide 
another  patrol  distriot.  It  takes  seven  men  to  staff  another  patrol 
oar  with  one  of finer  on  days,  two  offioers  on  the  evening  shift,  and 
two  offioers  on  the  midnight  shift,  five  men  are  utilised  for  the 
ooverage  of  the  oars  and  two  relief  men  who  would  oover  off  of 

the  other  five  men.  If  this  was  implemented,  the  oity  would  be  re» 
dlstrloted  into  four  patrol  areas  Instead  of  the  present  three  patrol 
dlstriots.  Mercantile,  industrial  and  residential  property  have  in» 
oreased  tremendously  in  the  last  several  years,  and  I believe  in  order 
to  give  quality  police  protection  four  patrol  districts  would  be  most 
desirable.  The  patrol  districts  are  too  large  to  give  adequate  pro- 
tection due  to  the  number  of  hours  spent  on  accident  investigations 
and  motor  vehicle  violations.  Therefore,  I believe  it  desirable  for 
the  department  to  have  four  patrol  districts.  Also,  the  police  build- 
ing is  becoming  too  small  and  obsolete  for  the  size  of  the  department. 
Consideration  should  be  given  to  a new  police  building  with  the  necess- 
ary planning  to  allow  for  expansion  of  at  least  twenty  years. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Mayor,  Municipal  Council,  the  Police  Commission, 
the  several  city  departments,  federal,  state  and  municipal  law  en- 
forcement agencies  of  New  England,  the  Fourth  District  Court  of  Bristol 
and  the  citizens  of  Attleboro,  the  Superior  Court  of  Bristol,  Bristol 
County  District  Attorney’s  Office,  for  their  valued  assistance  rendered 
to  the  police  department  in  performing  our  obligations;  and  without 
whose  assistance  oUr  department  could  not  effectively  function.

FIRE  PREVENTION  BUREAU 


The  Officeisand  Men  of  the  Attleboro  Fire  Department  made  numerous 
inspections  during  the  past  year.  Inspections  are  made  monthly  of 
all  schools,  rest  homes,  kindergartens  and  hospitals.  Periodic 
inspections  are  made  in  local  stores,  business  establishments  and 
factories . 

The  principal  value  of  inspection  work,  in  addition  to  the  prevention 
of  fires,  is  in  the  knowledge  obtained  as  to  the  various  structural 
features  of  a building,  the  general  occupancy  condition  and  the  pro- 
tective facilities  provided. 

All  complaints  received  were  investigated  and  where  hazards  warranted 
the  proper  authorities  were  notified  to  rectify  same. 

A great  deal  of  Fire  Prevention  work  was  also  done  during  Fire  Pre- 
vention Week,  Assistance  was  gained  in  this  work  through  the  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  Assistance  was  also  given  us  by  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  the  local  insurance  agencies,  the  newspapers.  Radio 
Station  W.A.R.A.,  the  Churches,  various  clubs  and  the  Sturdy  Hospital 
in  making  this  Fire  Prevention  Week  such  a success. 

The  Deputy  Chiefs,  Captins  and  men  of  the  Department  , assisted  by 
Supei’intendent  of  Fire  Alarms,  Harold  Wellman,  made  inspections  and 
showed  films  to  various  groups  during  Fire  Prevention  Week.  All 
schools  in  the  City  were  shown  films  regarding  Fire  Prevention. 

The  Fire  Prevention  Bureau  has  done  much  in  the  past  year  to  eliminate 
and  reduce  the  Fire  hazards  in  the  City  of  Attleboro. 
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Report  of  the  Fire  Department  continued: 

TRAINING  PROGRAM 

During  the  past  year,  all  the  Officers  and  Men  of  the  Attleboro  Fire 
Department  went  through  a series  of  training  program's.  The  training 
area  at  the  rea^r  of  the  Highway  Yard  was  used.  The  oil  burning  pit 
was  used  for  fire  fighting  demonstrations. 

All  Officers  and  Men  were  drilled  in  the  use  and  application  of  all 
types  of  Fire  Department  ladders. 

The  training  program  also  covered  the  use  of  the  high  expansion  foam 
and  use  of  the  aerial  platform. 

Some  buildings  that  were  demolished  during  the  year  were  burned  by 
members  of  ou7r  Department.  This  gave  them  actual  on  the  job  training. 

Durj^ng  inclement  weather,  Officers  and  Men  are  trained  in  the  use  of 
our  life  saving  equipment,  street  and  fire  alarm  box  locations  and 
running  schedules. 

During  1970  our  Department  helped  organize  five  industrial  Fire 
Brigades.  We  assisted  in  training  their  personnel  in  fire  fighting 
tactics . 

The  efficiency  of  a Fire  Department  may  well  be  measured  by  the 
sufficiency  and  quality  of  its  fire  fighting  equipment,  personnel 
and  Fire  Prevention  activities.  We  feel  that  our  training  program 
has  greatly  increased  this  efficiency. 

There  were  1272  calls  this  year. 

AJ/I3ULANCES 


The  two  Sturdy  Memorial  ambulances  are  operated  by  the  Department 
with  men  assigned  from  the  Fire  Department.  They  have  answered  many 
calls  during  the  past  year.  We  have  received  many  fine  compliments 
about  the  efficiency  of  the  men  on  these  ambulances.  The  Department, 
however,  is  reduced  two  men  at  all  times  due  to  this  assignment.  To 
operate  one  ambulance  on  a seven  day  basis,  it  requires  seven  men 
out  of  this  Department.  Often  during  the  past  year  both  ambulances  have 
been  in  use  at  the  sam.e  time.  WTien  this  occurs,  we  are  very  short  of 
men  for  fire  fighting  duty.  Several  times  the  two  ambulances  have  been 
out  on  calls  and  a Chiefs  car  has  been  used  as  an  emergency  ambulance.

PARK  COMMISSION 
1970 

To  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen : 

I submit  herewith  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  December  31,1970. 

JANUARY 


The  first  question  asked  of  the  Superintendent,  the  newspaper  office, 
the  radio  station  and  the  police  after  the  first  freeze  is  ”Is  there 
any  skating?  ” It  seems  a little  difficult  for  the  general  public  to 
understand  our  position  in  opening  the  pond  to  skaters.  We  cannot  allow 
anyone  on  the  pond  until  there  is  three  inches  of  ice  or  until  it  is  safe 
for  several  hundred  skaters  at  one  time.  The  pond  is  not  too  deep, but 
it  is  unattended  and  if  just  one  child  went  through  the  ice  it  would  be 
the  responsibility  of  the  Park  Commissioners,  Therefore,  there  must  be 
no  question  about  the  safety  of  the  ice  before  the  pond  is  opened.  This 
month  of  January,  1970  we  had  16  days  of  skating.  The  first  few  days  the 
ice  was  not  as  smooth  as  glass,  but  by  the  end  of  the  week  by  persistent 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  Park  Personnel  it  was  smooth  enough  to  suit  the 
most  critical.  The  number  of  skaters  using  the  pond  was  not  that  large 
since  the  skating  period  came  at  the  same  time  as  the  deep  freeze. 

During  this  month  we  scraped  and  painted  the  iron  work  in  the  Rain 
Forest,  started  painting  and  checking  playground  equipment  and  started 
remodelling  the  Superintendent’s  office. 

I’EBRUARY 


We  continued  the  work  of  painting  play  equipment  and  als’o  the  work 
on  the  office.  We  had  a couple  of  snow  storms  and  warmer  weather  spoiled 
the  ice  for  sKating.  A number  of  dead  trees  in  the  Sweet  Forest  were 
cut  down  and  removed. 


MRCH 


This  month  started  out  with  every  indication  of  an  early  Spring.  Roads 
were  patched,  the  banking  at  the  Comm-on,  Memorial  Bridge  and  Angell  Park 
and  other  areas  were  cleaned  of  debris  that  accumulates  during  the  winter. 
Several  broken  rose  arbors  were  repaired  and  playground  equipment  was  put 
up  for  the  coming  season.  Toward  the  end  of  the  month  we  had  two  six  - 
inch  snow  storms. 


APRIL 

This  is  really  clean-^up  month.  The  rose  bushes. were  uncovered,  pruned, 
fertilized  and  dead  ones  replaced  and  some  new  ones  planted.  Lawns  were 
cleaned,  and  fertilized.  Pansy  beds  were  set  out  and  the  transplanting 
of  annuals  and  seedlings  for  later  field  planting  was  continued  in  the 
greenhouse , 
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!ViAY 


We  finished  fertilizing  the  lawns,  then  they  were  sprayed  to  kill 
weeds  such  as  dandelions,  plantain,  etc.  Beds  vere  edged,  plowed  and 
prepared  for  setting  out  annuals.  A program  of  spraying  and  hoeing 
the  rose  gardens  was  started  and  will  continue  through  the  summer. 

They  will  also  be  fertilized  until  August  10th  and  then  discontinued 
so  that  the  roses  can  prepare  themselves  for  winter.  Mowing  on  a 
weekly  schdule  has  started.  Our  Emu  was  beaten  by  vandals  to  such  an 
extent  that  it  had  to  be  put  to  sleep. 

JUNE 

The  tennis  courts  were  made  ready  for  play  and  all  the  annual  flower 
beds  were  set  out.  A cover  of  black  poly  was  placed  over  the  beds  and 
holes  made  in  which  to  set  the  plants.  We  are  hoping  that  this  will 
result  in  better  plants  and  will  also  eliminate  hoeing.  The  pool  was 
sealed  and  painted.  This  year  the  playground  and  pool  are  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Recreation  Commissioners. 

JULY 


Fourth  of  July  attracted  the  biggest  crowd  ever.  Rain  held  off  just 
long  enough  to  hold  all  the  exercises  and  also  the  fireworks  display. 
The  size  of  the  crowd  also  resulted  in  the  biggest  clean-up  job  ever. 

We  find  that  the  poly  is  saving  on  the  hoeing  and  with  vacation  time 
upon  us,  this  is  a real  help.  Rubbish  pick-up  is  still  a problem.  The 
Sweet  Forest  was  mowed  and  the  area  around  the  tables  raked.  The  arch- 
way at  the  entrance  to  the  Park  was  scraped , primed  and  painted.  The 
lettering  "Capron  Park"  was  gold  leafed  which  greatly  improved  its 
appearance . 

. AUGUST 

Mowing  almost  came  to  a stop  this  month  because  of  the  dry  weather. 
This  allowed  us  time  to  cut  the  brush  and  clean  up  in  the  Sweet  Forest. 
It  also  gave  us  time  to  prune  and  clean  our  borders.  The  lawns  were 
fertilized  for  fall. 

SEPTEMBER 

The  dry  weather  is  still  with  us  and  the  lawns  are  suffering  along 
with  everything  else.  We  have  had  trees  die  during  this  dry  spell 
which  is  true  of  others  as  well.  The  U.  of  Mass,  said  the  loss  of 
these  trees  is  a die-back  from  eight  years  of  drought  which  now  becomes 
nine  years.  The  sod  on  the  upper  section  of  the  Anderson  Rose  Garden 
was  so  heavy  with  thatch  that  it  was  removed  and  the  area  reseeded. 

OCTOBER 


The  walks  on  Dennis  Street,  Edgewood  Avenue  and  Vilroy  Walk  were 
given  a dressing  of  stone  dust  which  improved  their  appearance.  New 
bulbs  were  set  out  in  the  rock  garden  and  other  areas  for  Spring  flower- 
ing. The  old  sheds  were  moved  and  preparations  made  for  construction  of 
a new  shed.  Mowing  is  a.bout  over  for  1970. 
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NOVEMBER 


Now  we  get  rainl  This  makes  the  moving  of  leaves  most  difficult. 

Work  on  the  shed  was  started  and  is  nearly  finished.  The  new  shed 

adds  to  the  appearance  of  the  yard  and  I know  the  animals  will  appre- 
ciate it.  We  placed  a stone  at  the  site  of  the  Shuttle  Shop  for  the 
Historical  Society.  Roses  were  hilled  for  winter  protection.  This 
is  done  after  the  removal  of  all  leaves  and  after  cutting  the  bushes 

back  to  about  18  inches.  Leaves  have  been  cleaned  up  and  we  are  now 

prepared  for  winter. 

DECEMBER 


The  roses  have  been  sprayed,  covered  with  hay  and  spruce  trees  and 
mice  poison  placed  around.  Playground  equipment  has  been  taken  down 
for  its  annual  repair  and  painting.  We  had  an  early  snow  storm  which 
we  could  have  done  without  nicely.  The  ducks  and  geese  are  in  their 
winter  quarters.  Painting,  repairing  and  cleaning  will  be  continued 
until  the  end  of  1970. 


This  past  year  saw  an  increase  in  vandalism  EVERYWHERE.  Capron  Park 
did  not  escape  in  spite  of  all  our  efforts  to  visit  the  Park  late  in  the 
evening  and  at  odd  hours.  We  are  experiencing  a continuation  of  dry 
seasons  which  has  taken  its  toll  of  trees  here  and  in  many  other  locali- 
ties. The  forestry  men  at  Waltham  and  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts 
can  it  ’'the  nine-year  drought.” 

The  new  storage  and  animal  shelter  adds  greatly  to  the  appearance  of 
the  animal  yard,  gives  storage  space  for  hay  and  shelter  for  the  hoofed 
stock  from  bad  weather. 

Capron  Park  continues  to  be  a popular  place  for  visitors.  We  have 
many  inquiries  for  a brochure.  How'ever,  since  we  do  have  a brochure, 
ray  answer  is,  "Come  and  visit,  enjoy  the  facilities  we  have  and  I know 
you  will  return.” 

We  are  enlarging  our  zoo  at  a very  slow  pace.  I feel  that  animals 
of  all  types  and  species  - whether  they  walk  or  fly  -■  are  of  the  most 
interest  to  both  young  and  old.  To  speed  the  growth  of  our  zoo  and 
also,  in  a small  way,  to  perpetuate  our  fauna,  many  of  which  are  extinct, 
I recommend  that  a Zoological  Society  be  organized  here  in  Attleboro. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Park  Commissioners  for  the 
many  hours  of  dedicated  service  they  give  to  make  Capron  Park  a place 
for  everyone  to  enjoy. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Mayor,  the  Muncipal  Council,  the  Police  and  Fire 
Departments,  the  Electrical  Branch  of  the  Fire  Department,  the  Public 
Works  Department,  Forestry  and  Health  Department  and  the  City  Hall  de- 
partments for  their  assistance  in  the  past  year. 
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Last,  but  in  no  way  least,  I wish  to  thank  my  employees  for  their 
dedication  which  is  far  above  the  call  of  duty.  Without  their  inter- 
est and  pride  in  their  jobs  Capron  Park  would  fall  far  short  of  its 
present  status. 

I am  including  as  part  of  this  report  my  recommendation  for  the 
purchase  of  additional  park  land  which  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Commissioners  and  received  their  approval.

I Vtould  like  to  set  forth  for  your  serious  consideration  some  of  my 
)ughts  regarding  plans  for  future  park  development. 

We  are  hearing  more  and  more  of  shorter  work  weeks  and  more  leisure 
le  for  everyone.  Predictions  of  a work  week  of  35  hours  and  even  30  hours 
'less  are  being  made  by  the  experts  or  dreamers  or  whatever  you  consider  them, 
jre  are  also  predictions  that  the  nation's  population  will  douDie  in 
j next  fifty  years.  Already  the  eastern  seaboard  is  a megalopolis 
:ending  from  Portland,  Maine  to  Washinton,  D.C, 

We  hear  that  ooen  land  is  going  to  be  at  a premium  by  the  year  2000  - only 
.rty  years  away  I Water  and  air  pollution  have  already  reached  a cru- 
ij.  stage  and  must  be  corrected  soon  if  we  are  to  survive.  The  problems 
trash,  waste  and  rubbish  - what  of  them  ? The  handling  of  our  sew- 
ige  and  wastes  will  be  a monumental  task  since  all  our  streams  and 
:es  are  already  ruined  seriously  and  adversely  affected  by  pollution. 

.lions  of  dollars  in  profit  have  been  made  because  of  the  easy  dispo- 
. of  wastes  into  their  waters  and  now  billions  of  dollars  must  be 
mt  to  correct  this  situation. 

Open  burning  is  now  forbidden.  Combustion  engines  are  being  fitted 
as  to  eliminate  their  exhaust  of  carbon  dioxide.  Incinerators  and 
50  smoke  stacks  are  being  perfected  to  eliminate  smoke.  Big  business 
being  challenged  to  do  something  with  its  waste  disposal.  Sanitary 
id  fills  are  being  developed  so  as  to  perform  a useful  function  after 
LChing  their  holding  limit. 

My  concern,  naturally,  is  mostly  for  the  future  of  our  park  here  in 
;leboro.  We  hhve  a small  area  for  parks  and  recreation.  The  national 
commended  area  for  parks  and  recreation  is  one  acre  for  each  one 
idred  inljabitants . Presently  this  figure  is  being  reconsidered  with 
i idea  of  increasing  it.  We  have  approximately  one  hundred  acres  at 
j present  time  which  is  about  one-third  of  the  recommeded  area.  As 
i population  increases  this  figure  decreases. 

We  are  about  to  build  an  addition  to  our  high  school  to  accommodate 
additional  one  thousnad  students  with  a projected  need  for  another 
jht  hundred  students  in  fifteen  years.  Studley  school  will  also  be 
line  for  an  addition  in  the  not  too  distant  future.  I can  only  see  an  , 
'ringement  on  park  land  to  take  care  of  these  additions. 

Capron  Park  is  too  small  right  now  to  handle  all  the  visitors.  We  have 
^eloped  interests  beyond  its  capacity.  We  have  already  reached  the  limit 
expansion  of  our  Zoo  which  is  a big  attraction. 

I feel  strongly  that  Capron  Park  MUST  be  kept  as  a green  belt  for  the 
;ure  or  by  thoughtful  planning  and  design  as  the  grounds  for  a campus 
lool.  I have  given  this  matter  much  thought  and  it  is  as  a result 
this  pondering  that  I recommend  to  you  that  a na\’  site  of  sizeable 
?eage  be  purchased  and  chat  after  careful  planning  it  be  developed  as 
3ark  that  will  meet  the  needs  of  the  future. 
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The  purchase  of  new  land  NOW  will  be  insurance  for  the  future  - for 
your  grandchildren  and  generations  to  come.  Your  forward  thinking  will 
create  a memorial  with  which  nothing  else  can  compare.  As  time  goes  by 
land  values  increase  and  open  land  becomes  more  and  more  scarce.  You 
can  see  the  result  of  the  forward  thinking  of  Mr.  Capron  and  of  those 
who  were  foresighted  to  accept  his  gift  to  the  City  of  A.ttieboro. 

The  benefits  of  a park  to  a community  cannot  be  measured  in  dollars 
and  cents.  In  addition  to  its  beauty  value,  property  values  adjacent 
to  a park  increase  thus  bringing  in  more  tax  revenue.  You  will  find  no 
slums  adjoining  a park. 

How  much  land  should  be  purchased  ? I can  only  say  that  we  should 
purchase  to  the  limit  of  our  ability  to  pay  and  the  availability  of 
land.  However,  it  must  be  agreed  that  purchase  of  land  is  necessary 
and  SOON . 

The  automobile  has  made  our  parks  accessible  to  many  that  only  a few 
years  ago  were  not  able  to  travel  30  to  100  miles  for  a day’s  outing. 

Now  this  is  common  practice.  Our  attendance  figures  prove  this.  I estim- 
ate that  350,000  visitors  come  to  Capron  Park  in  a year.  I also  feel 
that  many  are  turned  away  because  of  lack  of  space. 

We  need  open  space  for  our  general  well-being.  Where  else  can  one 
achieve  greater  relaxation  than  just  by  enjoying  blue  sky  seen  from  an 
expanse  of  green  lawn  or  filtering  through  the  tree  tops  or  combined 
with  the  smell  of  the  sea.  Why  else  do  we  note  such  a rush  to  get  away  to  1 
spaces  for  the  week-end  or  vacation. 

We  cannot  stop  our  business  or  population  growth  so  we  should  prepare 
now  to  go  ahead  when  the  time  com.es  and  that  time  is  NOW.  The  future 
is  nearer  than  you  think  I The  park  of  the  future  must  be  fenced  and 
guarded.  A minimum  fee  must  be  charged  to  help  defray  operation  costs 
which  are  increasing  yearly.  This  park  of  the  future  must  be  planned 
and  developed  with  an  interest  for  everyone  - young  and  old. 

LET’S  START  NOW.  TOMORROW  MAY  BE  TOO  LATE.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ATTLEBORO  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

1970 


0 the  Trustees  of  the  Attleboro  Public  Library: 

MPHASIS  = BEYOND  BOOKS 

What's  new  and  exciting?  The  Attleboro  Public  Library  of  the  1970 's 
s a "media  center."  Not  only  does  the  Library  stand  for  the  tradition- 

1 books,  newspapers  and  periodicals,  it  stands  for  the  dissemination  of 
deas  in  multi-audio-visual  forms... the  circulation  of  sculpture,  paint- 
ngs,  puzzles,  prints,  posters,  stereo  recordings  and  16mm  films  - all 

f which  have  been  added  to  the  Library  in  recent  years.  This  year, 
ape  cassettes  have  been  acquired.  The  latter  circulation  has  been 
eavy . As  the  70 's  advance,  the  Library  looks  forward  to  being  among 
he  first  in  the  area  to  circulate  videotapes  for  use  on  home  television 
ets . 


The  APL  has  been  designated  this  year  as  a depository  of  one  hun- 
red  "talking  books"  from  the  Perkins  Institute  for  the  Blind.  A Five 
undred  ($500.00)  Dollar  grant  under  the  LSCA  Title  IVB  has  made  pos- 
ible  the  purchase  of  over  one  hundred  large-print  books.  Both  services 
re  aimed  at  reaching  out  to  those  who  have  impaired  vision,  are  blind  or 
re  physically  handicapped. 

The  entrance  into  the  circulation  of  multi-media  materials  has  been 
ustified  on  two  counts .. .because  knowledge  now  comes  in  many  packages 
;nd  because  Attleboreans  have  proved  their  desire  and  need  for  such  mat- 
rial  as  shown  by  circulation  in  this  area  which  amounted  to  10,295  items 
n 1970,  exclusive  of  the  book  and  picture  collection  count. 

The  Central  Library  more  than  any  year  in  its  history  became  the 
lub  of  intellectual  activity  and  recreational  reading  in  the  city.  Cir- 
:ulation  increased  21%  over  the  last  two  years.  In  a further  breakdown, 
;irculation  of  adult  books  has  increased  48-1/2%  over  the  same  period. 

'his  attests  to  the  growing  recognition  by  the  public  that  the  Central 
library  is  a vital  part  of  the  educational  complex  of  the  City,  com- 
>lementing  the  Attleboro  School  System. 

It  is  with  this  idea  of  the  Library  being  a "media  center"  for 
laterials  and  information  that  I proceed  to  describe  some  of  the  acti- 
vities of  the  Attleboro  Public  Library  in  1970. 

EMPHASIS  - CHILDREN 

Serving  children,  the  library  staff  found,  was  an  increasingly  chal- 
lenging task  in  1970.  The  staff  has  a commitment  to  youth  being  carried 
)ut  through  the  Children's  Room. 

That  the  service  is  meeting  the  needs  of  youngsters  in  the  seventies 
Ls  evident  in  the  statistics.  Circulation  of  all  Children's  Room  re- 
sources increased  13%.  Paperbacks,  recordings,  puzzles  and  Viewmaster 
slides  grew  in  numbers  and  popularity.  Twelve  hundred  new  cards  were 
issued . 
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Report  of  the  Attleboro  Public  Library  continued: 

Live  entertainment  programs,  spring  and  fall  film  festivals,  winter 
and  summer  story  hours  and  pre-school  story  hours  proved  successful  in 
attracting  youngsters  to  the  lib7/ary. 

While  Sesame  Street  has  successfully  introduced  individual  learning 
to  the  young  child,  the  personal  approach  through  group  learning  often 
comes  first  for  the  4 and  5 year  old  at  a pre-school  story  hour.  Members 
of  the  Junior  Women’s  Club  of  Attleboro  assisted  with  story  hours  last 
January  and  February  for  children  in  the  5 to  8 age  group. 

Special  programs  for  school  age  children  included  Johnny  Sisson’s 
School  for  Clowns,  Dorothy  Rankin’s  puppets  and  the  Boston  Children’s 
Theatre.  The  library  auditorium  was  also  utilized  for  film  programs. 

Realizing  that  the  library  m.ust  appeal  to  youngsters  who  use  the 
facility  simply  for  finding  a good  book  or  completing  a school  assign- 
ment, much  attention  was  given  to  expanding  the  popular  collections  and 
creating  a good  study  atmosphere.  An  aquarium  was  added  to  the  Children’s 
Room.  The  expanded  paperback  collection  was  prominently  displayed. 

Library  service  was  introduced  to  more  than  500  youngsters  through 
special  class  visits  to  the  library  and  visits  to  classrooms  by  the 
Children’s  Librarian  further  spread  the  library  story. 

Perhaps  the  biggest  challenge  facing  the  Children’s  Room  staff  in 
1971  is  maintaining  the  quality  in  programs  developed  in  recent  years. 

We  must  continually  strive  to  produce  creative  and  imaginative  library 
service  for  children  of  Attleboro. 

BASIC  BUSINESS 

The  public  doesn’t  get  to  see  the  work  that  goes  on  behind  the  scenes 
in  libraries  - the  reading  of  book  reviews  and  bibliographies,  the  order- 
ing of  books  from  the  jobber,  the  checking  of  book  bills,  the  appearance 
of  the  books  in  the  cataloger’s  office  to  be  given  a Dewey  classification 
number,  the  work  of  the  preparation  room  in  pocketing  and  slipping  all  nev 
library  materials  and  finally  the  book  on  the  new  book  shelves.  These 
routines  are  all  part  of  the  unseen  work  of  getting  books  and  other  mat- 
erials to  the  public’s  eye.  Total  cost:  probably  the  discount  price 

of  a book  of  fiction,  about  $4.60  for  labor  or  for  a total  of  $7.00; 
and  non-fiction  appreciably  higher  - probably  for  an  average  $9.00  per 
volume.  There  is  cost  accounting  in  libraries,  too.  The  Library  em- 
ployees, full  time  and  part  time,  who  do  this  work  are  dedicated,  and  it 
is  well  to  note  and  acknowledge  this  hard-working  group  who  organize 
and  attend  an  inventory  of  over  91,000  individual  and  separately  descri- 
bed items. 

As  for  trends  in  recreational  reading,  there  are  few  changes. 

Stories  about  "Lincoln’s  Doctor’s  Dog’’  still  go.  Gothic  romances, 
stories  of  World  War  II  and  adventure  in  most  any  setting  attract  read- 
ers and,  undeniably,  the  novel  with  sex  is  here  to  stay.  Best  sellers 
among  non-fiction  reading  include  hobbies,  interior  decoration  and 
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jDara-sciences  such  as  witchcraft,  ESP  and  astrology.  Academic  reading  of 
ifiction  includes  the  classic  authors  plus  a healthy  number  of  twentieth 
D3entury  writers  such  as  Hemingway,  Steinbeck,  Camus,  Tolkien  and  Hesse, 
pleading  in  literature  gets  extended  use  for  non-fiction  school  and  college 
Assignments.  The  past  few  years  have  seen  increased  study  of  physical 
ind  life  sciences  as  well  as  the  social  sciences. 


Telephone  questions  appear  to  be  on  the  increase  as  are  questions 
isked  at  the  circulation  desk.  "When  is  the  time  of  sugaring  off?  I 
vant  a critical  analysis  of  the  play.  Mother  Courage.  What  is  the  Flor- 
i^ntine  method  used  in  jewelry?”  These  may  be  typical  questions  in  any 
tr^ear.  Reference  service  is  available  to  anyone  who  calls  from  the 
greater  Attleboro  area. 


Work  with  students  increased  this  year.  During  the  Christmas  season, 
^ ve  served  over  200  cups  of  coffee  to  high  school  and  college  students 
giji|breparing  term  papers.  They  were  finding  what  they  wanted  at  the  APL  - 
V:esearch  books  in  some  depth,  long  runs  of  magazines,  reference  resources 
:|ind  quiet  study  areas.  For  relaxation,  there  was  chess  and  a jigsaw 
^ ijDuzzle  in  progress. 


The  Library’s  purchase  of  books  of  junior  college  and  college  caliber 
continued  during  the  year  with  hundreds  of  new  titles  in  literature  and 
oiography.  Fifty  new  periodical  subscriptions  reflect  the  public’s 
ividening  interest  in  current  information  in  magazines  from  American  His- 
:fcorical  Review  to  Workbench . 

[TEMS  - PROGRAMS 
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There  have  been  numerous  events  at  the  Library  during  the  year, 
fhose  for  children  have  already  been  noted.  Some  are  first  of  a kind, 
others  improvised,  and  show  a trend  toward  experimentation  and  variety. 
In  January,  there  was  an  eight  week  Charlie  Chaplin  festival  and  in 
|bhe  spring  a very  popular  film  on  Andrew  Wyeth.  The  two  slide-sound 
productions  of  Russ  Marchand  drew  good  audiences.  Instead  of  many 
niscellaneous  films  throughout  the  year,  it  has  been  found  that  there 
Ls  better  attendance  in  presenting  several  "spectaculars"  aimed  at 
specific  audiences. 


There  was  a "How  to  Invest"  series  of  lectures  sponsored  by  Good- 
oody  and  Company,  brokers;  a piano  concert  by  Phyllis  Moss  Graetz, 
two  receptions  and  numerous  visits  by  school  classes  with  tours  of  the 
Library, 

Comraittees  and  organizations  such  as  the  Master  Plan  Group,  the 
Attleboro  Historical  Commission  and  others  continue  to  use  the  fine 
facilities  of  the  Trustee ’ s Room  with  its  mini-kitchen  and  the  ad- 
jacent 135  seat  auditorium  which  is  open  to  all  educational  and  civic 
groups . 
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Report  of  the  Attleboro  Public  Library  continued: 


STAFF  CONCERNS 

Collective  bargaining  between  city  employees  and  the  Attleboro 
Personnel  Board  continued  and  the  Library  employees  won  a settlement 
averaging  a 10%  increase.  Miss  Guillette,  Children’s  Librarian,  is  the 
very  able  leader  of  the  Attleboro  Public  Library  Employee's  Association, 

The  section  of  this  report  of  our  Children’s  Room  is  a sample  of  Mike 
Murphy’s  writing  talent.  Mike  has  been  helping  us  part-time  in  the  writ- 
ing and  publicity  jobs  which  are  an  increasing  aspect  of  the  Library’s 
job  of  communicating  its  resources  and  services. 

FORGIVENESS  DAY 

Other  significant  events  of  1970  include  a "Forgiveness  Day",  in- 
viting patrons  to  return  their  overdue  books,  no  fines,  no  questions 
asked.  Through  a very  intensive  campaign  via  Radio  Station  WARA  and  the 
Sun,  there  were  681  books  returned,  tripling  the  number  returned  in  any 
previous  year.  Plaudits  to  Mrs.  Bandilli  and  Mrs.  O’Connell  of  the  staff, 
WARA  and  the  Sun. 

ADDED  TELEPHONE  SERVICE 

The  installation  of  a second  trunk  line  enabled  patrons  to  phone  in 
easier  as  well  as  the  staff  to  call  out.  There  is  now  a pay  telephone 
for  the  public  opposite  the  Children’s  Room  door  to  further  relieve  con- 
gestion . 

ADDED  EVENING  HOURS 

The  new  Tuesday  night  opening  means  that  the  APL  is  now  giving  ser- 
vice four  nights  a week  until  8:30  p.m.  - making  the  total  hours  open  to 
the  public  sixty-three.  Library  activity  on  the  additional  night  cer- 
tainly justifies  the  added  expense  of  staff,  heat  and  light.

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Report  of  the  Attleboro  Public  Library  continued: 


To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
Gentlemen : 

1970  marked  the  cantinuation  of  Attleboro  Public  Library  services 
with  the  addition  of  new  services  available  to  everyone  in  the  Attle- 
boro area. 

For  the  children,  story  hours  by  the  Junior  Woman’s  Club  as  well 
as  those  by  staff  members  were  given.  Puppet  shows  were  enjoyed  by 
young  patrons.  At  other  times,  children’s  films  were  shown  and  a 
clown  entertained  during  Children’s  Book  Week.  The  Boston  Children’s 
Theatre  gave  two  performances  at  Capron  Park,  The  summer  reading  clubs 
at  the  main  library  and  at  the  South  Attleboro  Branch  were  well  pa- 
tronized, thus  encouraging  library  use  at  an  early  age. 

For  young  people  of  high  school  and  college  age,  many  books  and 
magazines  have  been  added  for  their  special  use.  The  library  is  open 
for  study  and  reference  six  full  days  a week  and  four  evenings,  except 
for  the  July  - August  schedule  of  five  days  and  three  evenings.  South 
Attleboro  branch  is  open  two  afternoons  and  one  evening  each  week  and 
students  are  availing  themselves  of  study  opportunities  as  well  as 
those  of  reference  there.  The  library  operated  a Youth  Opportunity 
Center  for  summer  work. 

For  varied  recreation,  in  addition  to  the  usual  reading  materials, 
puzzles,  art  works,  cassettes  and  records  may  be  borrowed.  For  patrons 
with  impaired  eyesight,  talking  books  and  those  with  large  type  have 
been  purchased. 

A resource  center  is  one  of  the  library  goals.  With  twenty-five 
(25%)  percent  of  library  patrons  non-residents,  the  library  has  a re- 
gional function.  Also,  in  turn,  Attleboro  patrons  benefit  from  inter- 
library  loans.  The  library  now  has  90,000  volumes  with  a capacity  of 
110,000  volumes.  The  American  Librajry  Association  recommends  100,000 
volumes  of  non-fiction  for  a city  of  Attleboro’s  population. 

Mr.  Waller  has  been  guest  speaker  at  a number  of  civic  clubs  and 
has  substantially  participated  in  the  activities  of  the  Massachusetts 
Library  Association  and  Old  Dartmouth  Library  Association,  serving  the 
latter  as  president. 

Mr.  George  Nerney  retired  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  having  ably 
served  since  1949.  The  trustees  and  staff  honored  him  with  a tea  in 
the  auditorium  and  a beautifully  illumined  book  was  presented  to  him. 

The  beautifully  decorated  auditorium  has  been  the  setting  for 
meetings  of  civic  groups,  among  them  the  Attleboro  Historic  Commission, 
A Steinway  grand  piano  on  long  term  loan  by  W A R A was  used  by  Mrs. 
Phyllis  Moss  Graetz  for  a concert  to  which  trustees  invited  the  public. 
Two  Arnold  Slade  paintings,  gifts  of  Mr.  Gemensky,  grace  the  approach 
to  the  auditorium.

Let  it  be  said  that  our  Board  is  not  involved  with  the  expenditures 
of  the  Municipality,  but  we  are  responsible  for  its  funding  by  taxation.Our 
concern  for  the  rising  costs  and  subsequent  taxes  is  not  as  great  as 
that  of  the  average  layman  because  we  can  see  the  whole  picture  and, 
in  effect,  our  tax  structures  have  not  exceeded,  on  an  average  basis, 
the  cost  of  living  increases  since  1965. 

This  is  unavoidable  because,  as  the  cost  of  labor  and  materials 
rise,  so  does  the  need  for  more  revenue  to  meet  our  obligations.

REPORT  OF  THE  SERVICEMEN’S  REHABILITATION  AND  REEMPLOYMENT  CENTER 

1970 


To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Municipal  Council: 

The  Servicemen’s  Rehabilitation  and  Reemployment  Center  continues 
its  efforts  to  assist  the  Veteran  and  his  family. 

Records  of  several  hundred  Attleboro  men  and  women  who  have  served 
in  the  Armed  Forces  are  on  file  in  this  office  and  are  available  to 
them  whenever  required  to  apply  for  various  benefits.  Upon  discharge, 
the  Veteran  reports  to  this  office  and  his  separation  papers  are 
photostated  and  recorded  and  he  is  advised  of  the  benefits  available 
to  him. 

This  Department  has  available  over  50  Veterans  Administration  Forms 
including  application  for  pensions  for  the  Veteran,  his  widow  or  his 
children  or  his  dependent  parents:  change  of  address  forms,  application 
for  disability  compensation;  hospitalization;  aid  and  attendance; 
education;  loan  eligilibity;  application  for  replacement  of  papers; 
application  for  marker;  various  insurance  forms,  etc.  Assistance  in 
filling  out  and  filing  these  forms  is  given  to  the  Veteran  or  to  his 
widow  or  dependent  parents. 

This  office  secured  the  service  addresses  of  nearly  300  local  men  and 
women  now  serving  in  the  Armed  Forces.  Checks  were  made  out,  letters 
written  by  the  school  children  were  obtained,  envelopes  were  addressed 
and  these  were  mailed  out  for  the  Attleboro  Boys  in  Service  Fund. 

The  Massachusetts  Bonus  is  very  important  to  the  discharged  Veteran 
and  help  in  filling  out  and  filing  is  given  to  all  Massachusetts 
Veterans . 

Assistance  has  been  given  in  securing  On-the-Job  Training  benefits  for 
Veterans  working  in  various  business  establishments  in  this  area. 
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Report  of  the  Servicemen’s  Rehabilitation  and  Reemployment  Center 
continued : 

The  Director  has  transported  many  Veterand  to  the  V A Regional  Office 
in  Providence  and  to  the  various  V A Hospitals  such  as  Davis-Park, 
Brockton,  Chelsea,  etc.  Also,  assistance  is  given  in  transporting 
widows  of  Veterans  to  the  V A Regional  Office  to  apply  for  their 
pensions  and  to  have  their  insurance  benefits  straightened  out. 

The  Service  Center  appreciates  the  cooperation  of  the  Selective  Service 
Board,  the  executives  and  Doctors  of  the  various  Veterans  Hospitals, 
also  local  Doctors  who,  throughout  the  year,  assisted  this  office  in 
many  ways;  also  Miss  Gladys  Hinds  and  her  secretary  in  the  City  Clerk’s 
Office  for  the  courteous  assistance  in  supplying  Birth  Records, 

Marriage  Certificates,  etc.;  also  Radio  Station  WARA  for  its  fine 
publicity  of  the  Attleboro  Boys  in  Service  Fund.

The  1970  Summer  Season  commenced  June  22nd.  The  staff  of  summer  em- 
ployees was  increased  from  22  to  26.  The  reason  for  this  increase 
in  s^aff  members  was  to  give  more  complete  supervisioh  at;  Finbelrg  and 
Briggs  Playgrounds.  This  was  done  by  adding  a female  leader  to  the  Fin'bejrg 
staff.,  and  a ,male  leader  to  the  Brigg's  staf f Also,  in  1970,  with  the  coope: 

t ion  of  the  Park,  Department , the  Recreation  Commissi oh  was  able  to’ expand 
program  at  Capron  Park,  The  Park  afforded  an  excellent  opportunity  to 
offer  programs  for  the  children  of  the  County  Street  area.  Therefore, 
two  staff  members  were  assigned  to  Capron  Park. 

Preparation  for  the  summer  program  began  in  early  April  with  the  hir- 
ing of  a local  landscaping  firm  to  properly  ^oom  the  baseball  fields. 

The  Commission  feels  that  there  i!^  still  progress  to  be  made  concerning 
the  condition  of  the  ball  fields,  but  that  the  fields  in  1970  were  in 
the  best  condition  in  recent  memory.  Letters  from  officials  of  the 
Attleboro  Little  League  attest  to  this  fact  also.  Approximately  600 
boys  from  Attleboro  make  use  of  six  little  league  fields  during  the 
spring  and  early  summer.  A more  complete  utilization  of  the  fields 
takes  place  with  the  addition  of  200  adults. who  participate  in  the 
Industrial  and  Tea  Softball  Leagues, 

With  the  addition  of  Capron  Park  to  recreation  facilities,  an  ex- 
pansion of  the  swimming  program  took  place.  The  four  municipal  pools 
(Briggs,  Capron,  South  Attleboro,  and  Twin  Village)  were  operated 
seven  days  a week  at  a total  of  65^  hours  per  week.  The  swimming 
season  was  also  extended  with  a pre  and  post  season  swimming  session.  Pool 
were  operating  two  weeks  before  schools  closed  and  two  weeks  after 
schools  opened  in  order  to  make  more  use  of  these  facilities.  Life 
guards  at  all  pools  were  required  to  partake  in  a refresher  course  in  life 
saving  techniques  offered  by  Sturdy  Hospital  in  early  June.  Outside 
Of  life  guarding,  pool  personnel  was  required  to  conduct  swimmipg 
lessons  at  all  pools.  More  than  250  children  were  officially  enrolled 
in  non-swimmer,  beginners,  intermediate,  advanced,  junior  life  saving, 
or  water  ballet  classes.  Even  an  adult  swimming  course  was  offered  at 
Twin  Village  pool.  Approximately  12  - 15  mothers  took  advantage  of 
this  course  held  at  the  noontime  hour.  During  warm  weather  most  pools 
wSre  always  filled  to  capacity  with  over  one  hundred  swimmers  in  each 
pool.  The  one  exception  to  this  was  Capron  Park  where  the  water  is 
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quite  shallow  and,  because  of  the  tree  covering,  cold,  A variety  was 
added  to  the  swimming  program  with  the  addition  of  several  new  activi- 
ties, Swim  meets  were  held  every  week.  A swimming  achievment  day 
was  held  in  mid-August  and  a City  Swimming  Championship  was  held  in 
late  August . 

Again,  in  1970  the  Recreation  Commission  printed  an  information 
pamphlet.  This  pamphlet  was  distributed  through  the  schools  and 
helped  put  information  concerning  our  constantly  expanding  program  into 
the  hands  of  children  and  parents  of  Attleboro.  This  pamphlet  helped 
supplement  publicity  releases  that  were  printed  and  broadcasted  weekly 
by  the  news  media. 

Six  cultural  programs  were  presented  at  three  different  sites  during 
the  summer.  These  programs  were:  a magic  act,  two  varied  puppet  acts, 
a comedy  act,  the  Zoomobile  and  a puppet  workshop.  Over  2,700  children 
watched  the  six  shows.  $550.00  was  appropriated  for  these  shows  which 
indicates that  approximately  19.4  cents  was  the  per  child  cost.  This 
is  a drop  of  2.9  cents  per  child  as  compared  to  the  cost  in  1969.  The 
reason  for  this  is  the  increase  in  the  number  of  children  that  watched 
the  shows  in  1970. 

Arts  and  crafts  continued  to  be  a most  popular  summer  activity. 
Children  at  six  playgrounds  were  able  to  participate  in  arts  and 
crafts  on  a weekly  basis.  Outside  of  the  usual  instructional  arts  and 
crafts,  each  playground  held  a contest  in  arts  and  crafts  to  enhance 
creativity.  Winning  objects  were  displayed  by  a local  bank  for  the 
public  to  view. 

In  the  field  of  inter-playground  activities  there  was  daily  competi- 
tion. The  six  playgrounds  all  fielded  teams  in  senior  baseball,  junior 
baseball,  girls  softball,  girls  volleyball,  boys  junior  and  senior 
basketball,  girls  basketball,  swimming  and  soccer.  All  star  teams  from 
the  playgrounds  also  competed  with  teams  from  surrounding  communities, 
as  Mansfield  and  Norton.  The  problem  of  transporting  children  from 
one  playground  to  another  for  competitive  purposes  was  solved  by  the 
donation  of  a used  van  truck  by  the  Attleboro  Knight’s  of  Columbus. 

This  truck  was  converted  to  a vehicle  for  transportation  of  children 
by  installing  seats  and  certain  safety  devices,  A series  of  variety 
events  were  held  at  each  playground  for  the  younger  children.  These 
included  doll  carriage  and  wagon  shows,  pet  shows,  costume  shows, 
treasure  hunts,  bike  rodeo,  archery  championships,  checker  championships, 
baseball  grand  slam,  and  track  and  field  day. 

The  only  major  construction  project  undertaken  by  the  Recreation 
Commission  in  1970  was  the  construction  of  tennis  courts  at  Finberg 
Playground . This  projject-  had  two  aims.  One  was  to  continue  to  develop 
the  Finberg  Playground  which  has  now  developed  into  one  of  the  City's 
finest  recreational  facilities.  Secondly,  the  courts  were  built  to 
accomodate  the  growing  interest  in  tennis  in  Attleboro.  Four  courts 
were  built  at  a cost  of  $11,900.  It  is  the  general  consensus  that 
these  courts  are  the  best  in  this  part  of  the  state.  The  Commission 
is  particularly  proud  of  the  fact  that  these  courts  were  constructed 
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on  land  that  was  previously  considered  waste  land.  The  area  has  been 
beautified  and  put  to  a practical  use.  This  new  facility  also  enabled 
us  to  expand  the  instructive  tennis  program..  Two  sites  were  used  on 
alternate  days:  the  Finberg  Courts  and  the  High  School  Courts.  Over 
220  children  and  adults  enrolled  for  tennis  lessons.  The  annual  City 
of  Attleboro  Tennis  Tournaments  became  one  of  the  summer ’ s most  popular 
events.  Three  tournaments  were  conducted  over  a period  of  six  weeks. 

Over  one  hundred  men  and  women  competed  in  the  tournaments.  Children’s 
tournaments  were  held  and  inter“town  matches  were  held  with  Mansfield  . 
and  Easton. 

During  the  summer  of  1970,  the  Recreation  Commission  was  able  to  pro- 
vide a long  awaited  facility  for  the  citizens  of  the  Hebronville  area. 
When  a new  bridge  was  constructed  over  the  railroad  tracks  on  South  Main 
Street  in  Hebronville  several  years  ago,  the  play  area  of  the  Hebronville 
Playground  was  removed.  Because  there  was  no  suitable  area  to  erect  a 
new  play  area  at  the  Hebronville  Playground  a standstill  resulted  with 
nothing  being  done  for  several  years.  Finally,  this  past  summer,  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  school  department,  the  commission  erected  an 
apparatus  playground  on  a parcel  of  land  adjacent  to  the  Finberg  School. 
Over  $3,000  of  equipment  was  installed  and  has  been  enjoyed  by  the  chil- 
dren of  this  area. 

During  the  last  week  of  the  summer  program  the  annual  field  trip  took 
place.  This  year  children  were  taken  to  Lincoln  Park  in  Dartmouth,  Mass. 
A total  of  526  children  left  the  playgrounds  at  10:00  A.  M.  and  returned 
at  5:30  P.M.  The  day  proved  to  be  most  trying  for  the  supervisors,  but 
most  enjoyable  on  the  part  of  the  kids.

The  Commission  feels  that  a full,  well  rounded  and 
diversified  program  is  now  being  offered  for  a summer  program  and  it  is 
hoped  that  this  will  promote  a healthy  and  recreated  citizenry  of  Attle- 
boro . 
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) eport  of  the  Recreation  Commission  continued: 

fin  the  fall  ever  400  youngsters  participated  in  organized  groups  that 
sed  the  Recreation  Department’s  football  fields.  The  White  Horse,  Pre- 
*een , Junior  All-American  and  the  Adult  Tag  Football  Leagues  all  made 
reater  use  of  facilities  than  ever  before.  Outdoor  basketball  courts 
nd  tennis  courts  were  being  fully  utilized  until  December  when  the  first 
now  arrived . 

The  main  stay  of  the  winter  program  is,  of  course,  the  Attleboro  Recrea- 
ion  Center.  This  project  continues  to  prove  itself  as  one  of  the  most 
; ewarding  ventures  undertaken  by  the  people  of  Attleboro.  Because  of  it’s 
ocation  on  Pine  Street,  it  affords  an  outlet  for  that  section  of  the  City 
hat  needs  it  most.  Yet,  it  is  spacious  enough  that  it  can  handle  those 
if  the  City  that  are  motivated  enough  to  overcome  transportation  diffi- 
fUlties  in  order  to  use  it. 

The  Recreation  Center  is  used  seven  days  a week.  During  the  week  it 
s open  from  3:00  P.M.  to  9:30  P.M.  However,  during  the  day  it  is  utilized 
ly  the  Richardson  School  to  conduct  physical  education,  music,  arts  and 
i:rafts  and  special  education  classes.  The  Center  is  open  all  day  Saturday 
j.nd  Sunday.  This  fall  the  last  remaining  space  (in  the  basement)  was  put 
,o  a very  worthwhile  use  by  the  Attleboro  Junior  Achievement.  The  JA’s 
:fith  over  200  youngsters  have  converted  the  basement  of  the  Armory  into 
^iheir  new  industrial  home.  They  make  use  of  this  area  during  week-day 
_^i;venings  . 

The  Recreation  Center  provides  activities  for  all  age  groups  with  varied 
interest.  For  children  and  teen-agers  the  following  activities  are  avail- 
ipble:  archery,  junior  basketball  league,  senior  basketball  league,  flag 
I ‘ootball,  whiffle  baseball,  badminton,  indoor  soccer  and  hockey,  wrestling, 

! I/eight-lifting , ping-pong,  pool  and  various  children’s  games.  For  adults 
:lchere  is  an  Adult  Basketball  League,  archery  competition,  women’s  exercise 
iiilasses  and  rooms  of  various  sizes  for  meetings  of  all  kinds.  New  activi- 
ii:ies  include:  volley  ball  league  for  adults,  supervised  pistol  shooting 

I ';)pen  to  the  public  and  an  indoor  golf  range  open  to  the  public.

' The  Recreation  Center  operates  year  round.  From  October  through  April 
i ;he  Center  is  open  in  the  afternoon  and  evenings  seven  days  a week.  From 
j lay  through  September  the  Center  operates  during  the  week  in  the  evenings. 

I The  Recreation  Commission  has  also  continued  to  try  to  provide  facilities 
I If  or  Recreation  at  various  geographical  locations.  The  School  Department 
las  again  allowed  the  Recreation  Department  to  operate  programs  at  Finberg 
Elementary  School,  Brennan  Middle  School,  and  South  Attleboro  Middle  School. 
!tfhese  school  gymnasiums  are  opened  three  nights  a week  and  are  fully  super- 
i^ised.  Basketball,  volley  ball,  etc.,  are  activities  provided  for  boys  and 
girls  at  these  sites.  In  South  Attleboro  both  school  gyms  are  utilized, 
j Dne  gym  is  used  forunregimented  recreation  and  the  other  is  used  by  the 
^ South  Attleboro  Recreational  League  which  is  made  up  of  ten  teams  with  120 
'.boys  from  age  8-12.

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In  1969  the  Recreation  Department  attempted  to  provide  ice  skating 
facilities  for  all  areas.  However,  the  portable  polyethylene  rinks 
that  were  constucted  proved  to  be  impractical.  Because  rocks,  sticks, 
etc,,  would  be  thrown  into  the  rinks  before  the  water  froze,  holes 
were  created  in  the  polyethelSiie  and  it  became  impossible  to  operate 
these  rinks .

In  the  1969  Annual  Report  several  suggestions  for  the  expansion  and 
improvement  of  the  program  were  offered.  It  is  a credit  to  the  Recrea- 
tion Commission  that  most  of  these  suggestions  have  now  become  realities. 
In  1969  it  was  suggested  that  four  tennis  courts  be  constructed  at  Fin- 
berg  Field,  that  the  fence  surrounding  the  football  field  at  Hayward 
Field  be  revitalized  and  repaired,  that  a female  leader  be  employed  on 
a full  time  basis  at  Finberg  Field,  that  new  equipment  for  a playground 
be  installed  in  Hebronville,  that  an  additional  leader  be  assigned  to 
Briggs  Playground,  that  vandalized  equipment  at  the  Briggs  Playground 
be  replaced,  that  the  entire  bath-house  at  the  South  Attleboro  Playground 
be  painted,  that  the  infield  of  the  softball  field  at  Dodgeville  be  re- 
surf aced  , that  the  new  pools  be  opened  before  and  after  the  school  summer 
vacation,  that  a nev/  infield  be  constructed  on  the  little  league  diamond 
at  Horton  Field,  that  a vehicle  capable  of  carrying  20  youngsters  for 
inter-playground  activities  be  acquired,  that  a programed  recreational 
area  in  the  County  Street  area  be  created  and  that  the  winter  program  be 
expanded  - all  these  projects  have  been  completed. 

Recommendations 


It  is  recommended  that  an  additional  laborer  be  employed  for  the 
twelve  week  period  of  late  spring  and  summer.  With  the  expansion  of 
recreation  facilities  it  has  become  quite  difficult  to  properly  care  for 
the  grounds  in  the  spring  and  summer  with  one  full  time  employee  and 
one  part  tim.e  employee.  Grass  cutting  alone  has  become  a full  time  job 
for  two  men  in  the  spring  and  summer. 
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It  is  recommended  that  lights  be  installed  at  the  Finberg  Tennis 
Courts.  These  courts  are  constantly  being  used  in  the  spring,  sum- 
mer and  fall.  It  is  believed  that  these  courts  would  even  be  more 
fully  utilized  if  lights  were  provided. 

It  is  recommended  that  an  additional  supervisor  be  employed  solely 
for  the  purpose  of  working  with  physically  handicapped  children  of 
Attleboro  during  the  summer  months.  It  is  felt  that  the  physically  handi- 
capped are  somewhat  neglected.  The  Recreation  Department  presently  has 
the  facilities  i.e.  pools,  arts  and  crafts,  etc.,  which  could  adequately 
fulfill  the  needs  of  this  special  group  of  children. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Recreation  Commission  employ  an  additional 
leader  for  the  1971  summer  season  to  work  at  the  Willett  School  Play- 
ground (with  the  permission  of  the  School  Department) . This  would  pro- 
vide a supervised  playground  for  the  rather  thickly  settled  area  around 
Willett  School. 

It  is  recommended  that  a combination  handball  court  and  practice  ten- 
nis area  be  constructed  at  Finberg  Field  in  the  area  between  the  new 
tennis  courts  and  the  new  little  league  field.  This  would  provide  Attle- 
boro with  its  only  outdoor  handball  courts  and  also  double  as  a practice 
area  for  persons  interested  in  practicing  their  tennis  game. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  football  bleachers  at  Hayward  Field  be  re- 
paired or  replaced  immediately.  Since  these  bleachers  are  used  exten- 
sively during  the  football  season,  it  has  become  a necessary  safety  factor 
that  something  be  done  to  rectify  the  situation.  The  Baseball  Grandstand 
at  Hayward  Field  is  also  in  need  of  repair.  But,  since  these  stands  get 
less  use  than  the  football  stands,  they  can  possibly  wait  a year  or  two 
before  being  repaired. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  road  into  Hayward  Field  be  repaired.  The 
road  and  parking  lot  have  become  filled  with  deep  ruts  and  the  asphalt 
covering  has  all  but  disappeared. 

It  is  recommended  that  an  area  containing  two  tennis  courts  be  con- 
structed at  the  Twin  Village  (Dodgeville)  Playground.  This  would  pro- 
vide a tennis  area  for  the  people  of  Dodgeville  and  Hebronville,  which 
they  have  never  had,  and  it  would  help  beautify  and  develop  the  Twin 
Village  Playground.  The  land  is  available  and  has  already  been  leveled 
which  would  enable  the  Commission  to  construct  this  facility  at  a fairly 
reasonable  cost. 

New  Equipment  - It  is  recommended  that  camping  vents  be  installed  in 
the  truck  used  for  transporting  children  , During  the  summer  months 
this  vehicle  becomes  a hot  box  when  transporting  children.  It  is  re- 
commended that  a floor  polisher  be  purchased  for  the  care  of  the  floor 
in  the  Recreation  Center.  It  is  recommended  that  Life  Guard  chairs  be 
installed  at  all  City  pools.  This  is  a safety  factor  that  should  be 
provided  for  the  proper  supervision  of  all  pools.  It  is  recommended 
that  two  sections  of  portable  aluminum  bleachers  be  purchased.  These 
bleachers  would  be  used  to  provide  seats  for  spectators  at  Little  League 
Baseball  games  in, the  spring  and  summer,  for  spectators  dt  tennis  matches 
and  for  spectators  at  football  games  in  the  fall.  It  is  recommended  that 
new  playground  apparatus  equipment  be  installed  at  the  South  Attleboro 
Playground.  ( x 
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The  most  important  recommendation  to  be  made  is  concerned  with  new 
playground  areas  in  South  Attleboro.  This  area  of  the  City  has  been 
sadly  neglected  in  so  far  as  pi?r/grounds  are  concerned.  It  is  there- 
fore recommended  that  the  area  known  as  Ga.rdner's  Plat  be  purchased 
so  that  the  present  South  Attleboro  Playground  may  be  ezpanded  and  be- 
come the  hub  of  recreational  facilities  in  South  Attleboro.  It  is  also 
recommended  that  neighborhood,  apparatus  playgrounds  be  constructed  in 
the  Park  Circle  development  and  the  Cranberry  Pond  development.  It  is 
recommended  that  a neighborhood  apparatus  playground  be  constructed 
on  City  owned  land  behind  the  South  Street  Veteran’s  Housing  Project. 

In  the  entire  Housing  Project  no  recreational  facilities  are  available 
for  the  numerous  children  that  reside  there. 

Long  Range  Suggestions  - It  is  recommended  that  in  the  future  the 
City  purchase  the  land  at  the  corner  of  School  and  Pine  Streets.  This 
would  allow  for  the  needed  expansion  of  the  Eriggs  Playground.  It  is 
recommended  that  the  City  consider  building  a municipal  swimring  pool 
at  the  Finberg  Playground.  It  is  recommended  that  a combination  nature 
walk  and  ski  slope  be  constructed  on  Oak  Hill  off  of  Oak  Hill  and  Locust 
Streets.  It  is  recommended  that  the  City  consider  building,  with  the 
aid  of  state  funds,  a municipal  skating  rink. 

The  Recreation  Commission  feels  that  tremendous  strides  forward  have 
been  made  in  the  field  of  recreation  in  the  past  five  years.  Hov/ever, 
the  Commission  sincerely  hopes  that  this  progress  v/ili  not  abruptly  end. 
Five  years  ago  the  City  of  Attleboro  appropriated  to  the  Recreation 
Department  less  than  one  dollar  per  resident  of  the  City.  In  1970  the 
City  appropriated  just  over  two  dollars  per  resident.  This  certainly 
is  a significant  increase,  but  nowhere  near  the  $6.00  per  person  that  is 
recommended  by  the  National  Recreation  Association.  The  citizens  of 
Attleboro  are  beginning  to  get  the  recreational  facilities  that  they  are 
entitled  too.  The  Commission  sincerelj^  hopes  that  the  ?/Iayor  and  City 
Council  will  continue  to  see  the  need  to  support  its  expanding  program,

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  the  Members  of  the 
Municipal  Council: 

Gentlemen : 

Your  newly  created  position  of  Personnel  Officer  was  under  the 
guidance  of  Mr.  William  E.  Coakley,  who  submitted  his  resignation 
in  the  middle  of  the  year.  Your  present  Personnel  Officer  commenced 
his  duties  in  November  of  1970,  and  shortly  thereafter,  working 
with  the  Personnel  Board  under  the  direction  of  Chairman  James  J.Ney, 
negotiations  were  begun  with  the  heads  of  various  unions  and  associa- 
tions representing  employees  in  the  departments  comprising  the  city. 

In  addition  to  active  participation  as  secretary  to  the  Personnel 
Board  in  the  collective  bargaining  sessions,  my  duties  included 
carrying  out  research  work  comparing  existing  salary  rates  for  com- 
parable jobs  in  other  communities  and  desk  auditing  a number  of  local 
positions,  evaluating  duties,  and  responsibility  for  recommending 
appropriate  cost-of-living  adjustments  to  the  Personnel  Board. 

Early  in  1971,  agreements  were  reached  and  completed  with  representa- 
tives of  the  various  unions  and  associations,  and  were  submitted  with 
recommendations  to  the  honorable  Mayor. 

In  addition  to  the  duties  as  outlined  above,  frequent  contact  was 
also  maintained  with  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission  in  Boston 
regarding  processing  applications,  requisitions,  classifications, 
qualifications,  etc. 

It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  be  your  Personnel  Officer  since  the  end 
of  1970,  and  I look  forward  to  an  improvement  in  the  personnel  rela- 
tions between  all  emplpymeht  groups  under  the  control  of  the  depart- 
ment heads  and  the  elected  city  officials.

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REPORT  CF  THE  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 
1970 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Municipal  Council: 


Gentlemen: 


The  Health  Department  herewith  presents  for  your  examination  and 
approval  its  56th  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1970. 

Generally  favorable  health  conditions  prevailed  in  our  community 
during  the  past  year,  and  our  population  on  the  whole  enjoyed  a good  state 
of  health. 


The  number  of  live  Attleboro  births  during  1970  was  494  (264  males 
and  230  females),  marking  an  increase  of  8 over  the  preceding  year’s  baby 
crop.  Of  the  total,  426  were  born  at  Sturdy  Hospital  and  68  were  born  in 
hospitals  outside  of  the  city.  Thirty  premature  babies  were  born  to  Attleboro 
parents.  In  compliance  with  State  law  certain  of  these  infants  prematurely 
born  were  referred  to  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  to  determine  eligibi- 
lity under  Medicaid  for  payment  of  hospitalization.  Should  a rare  problem 
arise  whereby  Medicaid  standards  are  not  met,  further  consideration  is  given 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  and  upon  approval,  the  Health  Department 
makes  payment,  one-half  of  which  is  reimburseable  by  the  State.  There  were 
no  such  cases  during  the  past  year  whereby  reconsideration  was  necessary. 

General  mortality  decreased  slightly  in  1970  with  286  deaths  record- 
ed as  compared  wi'*‘h  294  the  previoT's  year.  The  total  included  four  still- 
births ftnd  74  residents  who  died  outside  of  the  City.  Of  the  total,  159  were 
males  and  127  females.  Eighty  percent  of  all  the  deaths  occurred  among  the 
over-60  age  group.  Over  60  percent  were  persons  70  years  of  age  and  older, 
and  32  percent  lived  beyond  the  age  of  80.  These  percentages  reflect  the 
nation-wide,  long-term  gains  in  longevity  brought  about  by  advances  in  medi- 
cine and  public  health,  and  the  rise  in  living  standards.  Maj'or  causes  of 
the  deaths  were  the  same  as  in  all  recent  prior  years,  namely:  Diseases  of 
the  heart,  cancer  and  cerebral  diseases.  I'hese  three  leading  causes  total- 
ed 199  deaths  or  over  69  percent  of  all  deaths  in  our  city.  Six  accidental 
deaths  occurred  in  1970,  a decrease  of  four  from  the  total  recorded  in  1969, 
Three  of  these  v/ere  auto  accidents;  one  was  a drowning  and  two  were  asphyxi- 
ation due  to  carbon  monoxide. 

Daring  1970,  the  repcsrted  incidence  of  communicable  diseases  was 
relatively  mild.  The  Health  Department  received  reports  of  270  cases  as 
compared  with  318  the  previous  year.  Average  years  were  reported  for  most 
of  the  childhood  diseases.  One  hundred  and  fifty-two  dog  bites  provided 
most  of  the  total. 

Forty-seven  cases  of  Chicken  Pox  and  31  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
provided  the  next  highest  totals.  There  V7as  nearly  a 50  percent  reduction 
in  the  number  of  reported  cases  of  Mumps,  with  only  20  cases  reported  in 
comparison  to  42  last  year.  The  vaccine  for  mumps  was  licensed  in  January 
of  1968,  German  Measles  also  showed  a decline  from  8 cases  in  1969  to 
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Report  of  the  Health  Department  continued  - 


only  3 cases  for  1970«  This  vaccine  was  licensed  and  made  available  to 
the  Boards  of  Health  in  1969^  There  were  no  reported  cases  of  jxviioj 
whooping  cough  or  regular  measles.  Measles  vaccine,  one  of  our  more  re- 
cently licensed  vaccines,  has  proven  to  be  very  effective  in  that  this 
is  the  second  successive  year  with  no  reported  cases  to  the  Health  Depart- 
ment. Since  1965,  the  year  the  measles  vaccine  v/as  licensed,  there  has 
been  a steady  decline  in  the  number  of  reported  cases  of  this  disease. 

There  were  seven  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  reported  with  two  deaths 
resulting.  This  is  an  increase  of  five  cases  over  the  year  1969.  Also 
recorded  were  7 cases  of  Infectious  Hepatitis  and  one  case  each  of  Strep 
Throat  and  Encephalitis. 

A predominant  health  activity  of  1970  has  been  our  immunization 
clinics  which  were  held  every  six  weeks  throughout  the  year.  A total  of 
984  injections  v^ere  given  for  polio,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus, 
measles,  German  measles  and  mumps.  This  indicates  much  of  our  pvi.'P'alation 
is  taking  advantage  of  the  available  facilities  and  services  for  immuniza- 
tion against  these  diseases. 

Our  Health  Agent,  in  addition  to  routine  inspections  covering 
eating  and  drinking  establishments,  food  stores,  bakeries,  markets  and  ice 
cream  manufacturing  plants,  convalescent  and  nursing  homes,  overnight 
cabins  and  trailers  and  swimming  pools,  also  collected  jirLlk  and  water 
samples  for  laboratory  examination. 

Water  pollution  control  in  the  City  of  Attleboro  is  meeting  its 
timetable.  Many  new  factories  have  installed  their  treatment  plants  and 
they  are  to  be  commended  highly  for  saving  the  city  millions  of  gallons  of 
water  annually. 

The  public  has  become  very  ecology -minded.  Problems  on  air  pol- 
lution and  noise  pollution  are  constantly  brought  to  our  attention  and 
compliance  with  the  lavjs  in  all  cases  vjas  ordered. 

Complaints  regarding  housing,  insect  and  rodent  control,  litter 
and  nuisances  in  general  were  investigated,  and  where  public  health  nui- 
sances were  found  to  exist,  they  were  promptly  abated. 

The  Bristol  County  Chest  X-ray  Unit  was  brought  in  to  the  City 
again  this  year.  Our  main  objective  was  to  have  every  food  handler  x-rayed. 
About  450  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  have  a free  x-ray. 
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Report  of  the  Health  Department  continued  - 

Our  Health  Nurse  has  beeaH  very  busy  in  a variety  of  health 
programs.  Besides  the  immunization  clinics,  there  is  the  necessary 
follow-up  on  tuberculosis,  hearing  and  vision  testing  in  the  three  para- 
ochial  schools  and  skin  testing  in  grades  1,  5 and  IG  in  both  public  and 
parochial  schools.  Home  appraisal  visits  were  made  on  certain  premature 
infants  and  other  home  visits  were  made  in  relation  to  communicable  di- 
seases, crippled  children  and  child  health. 

The  nurse  inspected  and  licensed  five  kindergartens;  screened 
immunization  records  for  these  kindergartens,  as  well  as  those  of  the 
first  grade  new  to  the  System  at  St.  John’s  and  St.  Joseph’s  schools. 

She  also  participated  in  planning  of  the  Amblyopia  Clinic  sponsored  by 
the  Attleboro  Junior  Women’s  Club  and  assisted  at  the  Head  Start  program. 

Biological  and  diagnostic  supplies  are  stored  at  the  Sturdy 
Memorial  Hospital  for  the  use  of  staff  doctors.  Vaccines  and  culture 
sets  are  supplied  free  of  charge  by  the  State  Laboratories  and  our  health 
nurse  keeps  a close  check  on  supply  and  demand. 

Our  Dental  Clinic,  in  addition  to  routine  service  of  the  annual 
survey  and  classification  of  teeth  of  4257  public  and  parochial  school 
children  of  the  first  six  grades,  looked  after  the  dental  health  of  the 
children  of  these  grades  whose  parents  were  unable  to  provide  private 
dental  care  for  thiem.  Of  a total  of  1512  referrals  of  children  requiring 
early  dental  care,  335  were  accepted  for  treatment  at  the  clinic  for 
1970-1971  school  year,  a decrease  of  8 over  1969.  The  high  number  of 
referrals  each  year  indicates  a continuing  dental  problem  which  might 
best  be  solved  if  our  city  adopted  a safe  and  effective  method  for  the 
prevention  of  dental  caries  through  fluoridation  of  our  water  supply. 

Our  Animal  Inspector,  Mr.  Richard  Gula,  resigned  March  31,  1970 
and  Charles  H.  Anderson  was  appointed  the  new  inspector  and  Henry  A. 
Brousseau  as  Alternate. 

Sixty “four  premises  with  612  animals  were  inspected  for  disease 
and  sanitation.  This  takes  about  two  to  three  weeks  of  full-time  employ- 
ment of  the  inspector.  The  number  of  premises  visited  has  increased  con- 
siderably in  the  past  five  years.  This  information  is  used  for  tax  purposes. 

There  were  132  dog  bite  cases  investigated,  an  increase  of  13 
over  1969.  At  least  two  visits  are  made  to  the  premises  to  process  a 
restraining  order  - sometimes  it  is  necessary  to  make  three  visits. 

Since  1965  there  has  been  a steady  increase  in  the  number  of  dog  bites 
reported  to  the  Health  Department.  In  1965  there  were  108  dog  bites  and 
in  1970,  there  were  152,  nearly  a 50  percent  increase.  This  increase  is 
due  to  a greater  number  of  dogs  in  the  city  and  better  reporting  to  the 
Health  Department, 

The  Animal  Inspector  gets  paid  $500,00  per  annum  which  does 
not  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Minimum  Wage  Law,  A yearly  salary  of 
$750.00  was  requested  in  the  1971  budget,  but  it  was  reduced  to  $500.00, 

Mr,  Anderson  has  stated  he  will  stay  on  for  another  while  until  we  can 
locate  another  man  for  the  Job. 
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Report  of  the  Health  Department  continued  - 

There  were  241  plumbing  permits  issued  by  our  plumbing  inspector  with 
receipts  of  $1860.00.  The  total  number  of  inspections  made  for  the  year 
was  777. 

Our  Gas  Inspector  made  177  regular  inspections  during  the  year. 

In  addition,  campers  and/or  trailers  were  inspected  and  licensed  for 
storage  of  liquid  petroleum  gas  in  accordance  with  Massachusetts  State 
law.  On^  hundred  and  ten  gas  permits  were  issued  during  the  year  with 
receipts  of  $553.00. 

The  work  of  caring  for  the  city  dump  is  being  satisfactorily  car- 
ried on  by  Mr.  Dumont.  Our  rat  control  program  at  the  diomp  keeps  the 
rat  nuisance  problem  there  at  a minimum. 

On  September  16,  1970  a three-year  contract  in  the  amount  of 
$190,000.00  for  the  collectiori  of  garbage  was  executed  with  Arthur 
Soullier  of  North  Attleboro. 

I cannot  over-emphasize  the  need  for  help  in  our  laboratory. 

We  request  a full -rime  laboratory  technician  in  order  to  meet  the 
minimum  standards  for  health  service  established  by  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Health. 

The  Department  expresses  its  sincere  appreciation  of  the  coop- 
eration and  assistance  given  by  the  City  Government  as  wall  as  the  public 
and  private  welfare  agencies  and  all  others  who  in  any  way  contributed 
to  the  maintenance  and  promotion  of  a high  standard  of  public  health 
protection  in  Attleboro. 

In  addition,  I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  my  entire  staff  for 
the  excellent  work  done  by  each  one.  My  thanks  to  Mr.  Henry  Brousseau, 
our  Health  Agent,  Mrs,  Maureen.  McCracken,  our  Public  Health  Nurse,  and 
Miss  Mary  Sheehan  our  Department  Secretary,  all  of  whom  are  dedicated 
employees.  Without  their  help  and  devotion  to  duty,  it  would  have  been 
impossible  to  carry  out  the  health  measures  required  by  the  State  Health 
Department  as  well  as  those  required  by  our  own  Health  Department,

Consulting  Services 

Many  consultations  on  problems  and  information  are  ^requested  in  regard 
to  insects,  cockroaches,  mosquitos,  flies,  snakes  and  bees.  Many  calls  and 
visits  are  made  to  me  for  information  and  advice  on  septic  tank  work,  percola- 
tion tests,  and  related  work,  drainage  problems,  and  the  filling  of  wetlands. 

I have  made  eleven  places  file  plans  with  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources 
in  regard  to  the  filling  of  wetlands.  There  are  problems  regarding  food  ser- 
vice facilities,  set-ups  and  operations;  the  maintenance  of  improper  dump 
facilities;  well  problems  and  disinfections;  testing  of  swimming  pools;  ques- 
tions on  food  and  refrigeration. 

Everyone  is  on  am  ecology-minded  spree.  A deluge  of  water  pollution, 
air  pollution  and  noise  pollution  situations  have  engulfed  me  from  industry 
and  private  individuals. 

Total  consultations  on  above  problems  and  consultations,  not  includ- 
ing questions  and  problems  posed  to  me  each  time  I go  into  a restaurant  tc  eat, 
each  time  I walk  down  a street,  Saturdays  when  I am  in  the  office,  nights, 
and  Sundays 1200.

With  all  the  new  laws,  rules  and  regulations  on  air,  water,  noise 
pollution,  sanitary  land  fills,  taking  place  in  Massachusetts,  these  meetings 
must  be  attended  to  keep  the  city  of  Attleboro  up  to  date  on  new  developments, 
and  be  on  top  of  new  problems. 


Special  Problems 

Water  pollution  control  in  Attleboro  is  on  its  timetable.  Many  new 
factories  have  installed  their  treatment  plants,  some  with  no  great  fanfare. 
They  are  to  be  commended  highly.  Engelhard  Industries,  by  recirculating  the 
treated  water,  saves  the  city  90,000,000  gallons  of  water  a year.  This  is  a 
good  example  of  what  industry  is  doing.  Attleboro  and  North  Attleboro  must 
increase  their  sewage  treatment  facilities  to  further  polish  the  waters  of 
the  Ten  Mile  River.  Costs  are  really  holding  back  these  two  big  projects  of 
Attleboro  and  North  Attleboro.

Special  Problems  (Con t . ) 

I feel  real  happy  when  I look  back  to  1970  and  find  that  Police  Chief 
Dugas  and  I finally  worked  out  a system  to  have  the  effluent  from  the  police 
station  taken  from  the  Ten  Kile  and  connected  to  the  city  sewerage  main.  This 
eliminates  a twenty-five  year  pollution  problem  which  existed  in  Attleboro. 

Mr.  Burden  Blanchard  and  I did  a good  piece  of  detective  work  tracing 
down  two  sources  of  sewage  flowing  into  our  water  supply.  rough  sampling 
and  testing  of  the  many  sources  of  water  going  into  our  water  system,  both  were 
corrected  and  taken  from  our  streams.  Many  more  could  be  traced  if  more  help 
were  available. 

During  1970  our  greatest  source  of  air  pollution  as  far  as  factories 
were  concerned  was  taken  care  of.  The  Attleboro  Refinery  moved  to  County 
Street  to  a new  plant  fully  equipped  with  all  the  latest  air  pollution  equip- 
ment and  devices  available.  It  is  now  State  law  that  all  open  burning  ceases. 
Most  all  the  citizens  of  Attleboro  have  complied  with  this  new  regulation. 

The  people  who  do  not  comply  will  be  brought  into  court  if  necessary.  Factori- 
es are  preparing  to  burn  better  grades  of  fuel  and  preparing  to  put  smoke 
density  sensors  on  their  smoke  stacks  which  will  set  off  a signal  or  alarm  when 
smoke  is  over  the  #2  density. 

It  isn’t  very  often  that  a person  does  anything  in  the  field  of  work 
without  being  paid  money  in  return.  Two  people  gave  a little  extra  effort  to 
beautify  our  city.  In  particular,  Dr.  Vincent  O’Donnell  did  a fine  piece  of 
work  cleaning  the  Ten  Mile  River  along  Mechanic  Street.  He  has  done  a fine  job 
and  the  city  appreciates  his  fine  deed.  I still  took  care  of  the  comfort  sta- 
tion free  gratis  and  continued  to  buy  the  new  blue  and  white  trash  containers. 
The  whole  city  is  nearly  set  up  with  them  and  they  are  working  out  very  well. 

We  will  have  to  put  in  an  ordinance  whereby  people  will  not  bring  their  bags  of 
rubbish  from  home  and  fill  the  city  containers. 


Attleboro  had  no  serious  food  poisoning  incidents  during  1970.  Two 
food  samples  were  brought  in  to  the  Health  Department  and  were  taken  to  the 
Boston  Laboratory  for  analysis  but  no  pathogenic  organisms  were  found  in  the 
samples.  They  do  not  want  to  bother  with  them  unless  Mr.  Anderson  from 
Lakeville  recommends  sending  the  samples  in  from  now  on. 

Our  dog  rabies  clinic  was  held  and  about  400  dogs  received  rabies 
shots  which  Dr.  DeWitt  administered  at  a small  fee.  The  doctor  did  a fine 
job  as  usual  and  it  was  quite  a site  seeing  400  dogs  in  a line  whose  owners 
were  taking  advantage  of  the  clinic.  The  shot  lasts  two  years  and  they  are 
given  when  the  dog  reaches  six  months  of  age.  It  is  now  a State  law  that  all 
dogs  have  rabies  shots.

A tuberculosis  skin  testing  program  was  carried  out  at  the  Dodgeville 
Finishing  Company.  This  was  necessitated  by  the  fact  that  an  employee  ®f 
this  plant  was  diagnosed  as  having  a far-advanced  case  of  active  tubercu- 
losis. This  involved  one  hundred  and  twelve  skin  tests  plus  many  hours 
spent  in  recording,  follow-up  and  health  education.  It  also  meant  further 
testing  of  negative  reactors  in  1971,  The  management  of  the  plant  was 
most  cooperative  and  helpful. 

A tuberculosis  skin  testing  program  was  offered  to  food  handlers.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FORESTRY  DEPARTMENT 
1970 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor,  and  the  Municipal  Council: 

Gentlemen : 

The  Forestry  Department  respectfully  submits  this  report  for  the 
year  1970. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-eight  (138)  trees  were  removed  by  the  For- 
estry Department. 

In  May  and  October,  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  (122)  trees  were 
planted  in  various  parts  of  the  City,  with  the  majority  planted  in 
new  plats.  Thirty-eight  stumps  were  chipped  below  grounds  level  in 
sidewalks.  From  March  to  the  end  of  September,  various  sprays  were 
applied  for  different  insects. 

Roadside  brush  and  poison  ivy  were  sprayed  with  chemical  brush  and 
weed  killer. 

The  pesticides  used  were:  7,100  gallons  of  4DT  amine,  1900  gallons 
of  12%  Methoxychlor , 350  gallons  of  3%  methoxychlor , ; 1657  gallons  of 
Carbary 1,  1600  gallons  of  2%  Malathion,  1300  gallons  of  2%  Endo- 
sulfan,  15  gallons  of  spreader-  Sticker. 

A heavy  infestation  of  Oak  Leaf  Skeletonizer  started  in  late  summer 
and  early  fall,  caused  heavy  defoliating.  Recommended  sprays  did  not 
give  good  control. 

Brush  and  trees  were  cut  on  a City  owned  lot  off  of  Fifth  Street  to 
make  a parking  lot  for  the  School  Department. 

The  no  burning  law  passed  by  the  State  had  caused  a brush  and  log 
problem  that  has  not' been  solved  yet. 

New  houses  are  being  built  in  swamps  and  low  lands,  and  the  com- 
plaints of  insects  have  increased. 

The  State  Pesticide  Board's  ban  on  various  pesticides  have  made  in- 
sect control  very  difficult. 

No  funds  were  appropriated  for  new  or  replacement  of  equipment  in 
1970. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Public  Works  Department,  The  Park  Department, 
and  others,  for  their  assistance  during  the  year.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council: 

Gent lemen : 

It  would  seem  fitting,  upon  the  occasion  of  the  fifth  anniversary 
of  our  inception  and  formation  to  briefly  recite,  once  more,  a few 
of  the  facets  which  prompted  and  made  adviseable  the  creation  of 
a Redevelopment  Authority „ 

A short  while  before  the  setting  up  of  this  board,  the  Massa- 
chusetts Legislature  enacted  laws  which  provided  for  this  type  of 
organization.  Some  of  the  features  of  this  legislation  encompassed 
the  participation  in  financial  assistance  by  the  State  and  Federal 
Agencies  in  the  execution  of  various  projects  by  cities  and  towns 
having  set  up  Redevelopment  Authorities.  But,  one  feature  in  parti- 
cular applied  to  the  acquisition  of  land  in  blighted  open  areas  for 
the  purpose  of  Industrial  Development,  carrying  with  it  the  right  to 
acquire  by  eminent  domain. 

Up  to  this  time,  and  even  now  as  well,  cities  and  towns  could  not 
and  cannot  of  themselves  use  this  procedure  except  for  public  purposes 
such  as  schools,  parks , playgrounds , municipal  buildings,  etc.  Here 
in  Attleboro,  we  already  had  in  operation  (and  had  since  1957) 
a Development  and  Industrial  Commission,  created  for  the  purposes  of 
aiding  already  existing  businesses  and  seeking  to  broaden  our  in- 
dustrial and  economic  base.  As  part  of  that  body's  activities,  the 
land  comprising  the  former  City  home  area  was  re-zoned  to  Industrial 
classification,  and  the  first  parcel  of  land  in  that  location  was 
deeded  to  the  Bruce  Diamond  Corporation, 

However,  several  adjoing  properties,  to  the  rear  of  this  acreage 
were  privately  owned,  some  being  separated  by  tax  title  lots  under 
City  control.  With  the  coming  of  Interstate  Route  95,  adjacent 
thereto,  it  appeared  advantageous  to  apply  for  the  creation  of  a Re- 
development Authority  to  operate  under  the  newly  enacted  State  legis- 
lation to  assmble  contiguous  land  and  protect  the  environment  of 
land  already  owned  by  the  City,  Subsequently,  the  abutting  areas 
were  duly  declared  "blighted  open  land"  and  a legally  constituted 
Authority  was  brought  into  being  with  a State  approved  project  incor- 
porated and  now  known  as  the  Attleboro  Industrial  Park. 

The  City  Council  of  that  year  was  most  helpful,  after  due  delibera- 
tions, in  approving  the  entire  matter,  and  also  in  deeding  over  to 
the  Authority  all  of  the  so-called  City  Home  acreage. 

It  will  be  remembered,  no  doubt,  that  not  too  long  before  this  there 
was  consideration  hnd  agitation  among  uptown  business  interests 
and  property  owners,  v;ith  the  tide  of  opinion  eventually  becoming 
overwhelmingly  against  any  central  "urban  renewal"  projects. 
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Report  of  the  AlTtleboro  development  & Industrial  Commission 
and  Attleboro  Redevelopment  Authority  continued: 

The  membership  of  the  Development  & Industrial  Commission,  which 
sponsored  the  creation  of  the  Attleboro  Redevelopment  Authority,  was, 
accordingly,  strongly  opposed  to  going  against  the  prevailing  opinion 
with  regard  to  the  central  business  district,  and  made  it  definitely 
and  abundantly  clear  to  the  City  Council  in  its  presentation  to  that 
body.  In  essence,  we  were  created  SOLELY  for  the  purpose  of  assist- 
ing the  Development  and  Industrial  Commission  in  its  efforts  to  pro- 
mote the  economic  welfare  of  the  community. 

The  Authority  is  still  of  the  same  opinion,  but  we  do  keep  in 
touch  with  and  make  it  our  business  to  obtain  detailed  information 
with  regard  to  State  legislation  being  passed  from  time  to  time 
which  may  have  a bearing  on  matters  akin  to  the  over-all  purposes 
of  Redevelopment  Authorities.  For  instance,  the  relocation  of  families 
forced  out  by  State  or  Federal  Highway  Construction  would  be  the  re- 
sponsibility of  a duly  constituted  Redevelopment  Authority  such  as 
ours . 

It  is  pleasing  and  reassui*ing  to  recall  now  that  at  the  instance 
of  our  gaining  approval  of  the  County  Street  project,  our  assets 
as  an  Authority  consisted  of  land  only,  and  it  was,  therefore,  ne- 
cessary to  request  the  City  Council's  appropriation  of  funds  necess- 
ary to  install  various  utilities  and  build  a road  for  approximately 
a half  mile  from  County  Street  to  a point  where  Jostens  plant  is 
now  located.  The  statement  was  made,  in  our  discussions  with  the 
Council,  that  the  required  bond  issue  and  its  carrying  charges  would 
be  repaid  in  about  eight  (8)  years  in  the  form  of  new  and  added  tax 
revenuesfrom  the  planned  development  of  the  area.  This  estimate 
was  later  reduced  to  five  (5)  years  and,  actually  worked  out  between 
two  and  three  (2-3)  years. 

So,  we  can  all  take  pride  in  what  has  transpired  in  the  five  years 
of  our  existence  as  a going  concern,  and  all  without  one  penny  of 
State  or  Federal  aid. 

Further  details  will  be  given  in  the  report  of  our  Executive 
Director,  Mr.  Howard  S.  Ireland,  whose  diligent  and  highly 
effective  performance  is  in  no  small  way  responsible  for  the  out- 
standing record. 

In  conjunction  with  our  companion  body,  the  Development  and  In- 
dustrial Commission,  we  are  constantly  being  requested  for,  and  we 
freely  give,  our  assistance  and  the  benefit  of  our  accumulated  in- 
formation and  knowledge  to  various  industrial  parties  be  they 
local  and  seeking  other  rented  quarters  in  privately-owned  proper- 
ties — or  from  outside  Attleboro  and  seeking  to  locate  within  our 
limits.  In  other  v/ords,  we  do  not  consider  our  only  objective  to 
be  the  selling  of  real  estate,  but  rather  to  encompass  all  phases 
of  the  betterment  of  and  more  healthful  atmosphere  of  our  industrial 
community .

1970 


Gent lemen : 

On  this  occasion  of  the  Fifth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Attleboro 
Redevelopment  Authority,  it  is  my  privilege  to  submit  my  third 
Annual  Report  as  your  Executive  Director,  covering  the  period 
from  November  5th,  1969  to  November  2,1970. 

During  this  report  period,  a total  of  fifteen  (15)  meetings 
were  held,  consisting  of  1 Annual  Meeting,,  11  regular  morithly 
meetings,  and  3 recessed  meetings. 

Our  prime  concern  during  this  period  has  been  the  continued 
development  of  our  Attleboro  Industrial  Park  Project, 

We  have  continued,  to  "substantial  completion"  the  road  building 
project  started  in  November  of  1968,  We  now  have  a complete  loop 
road  of  just  under  ^ mile, from  Frank  Mossberg  Drive  northerly  and 
easterly  to  County  Street,  This  road  brings  to  abutting  properties 
all  utilities ’services , namely  water  mains,  sewer  mains,  surface 
drainage,  gas  mains  and  electricity  and  telephone  lines. 

Beginning  at  Frank  Mossberg  Drive  and  running  northerly  approxi- 
mately 950  feet,  the  frontage  on  both  sides  is  occupied  with  new 
industrial  buildings.  Since  all  foreseeable  utility  cross-connec- 
tions have  been  made,  this  piece  of  road  has  been  permanently 
surfaced  with  the  required  thickness  of  hot  mix  paving. 

By  action  of  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council,  this  portion  of 
road  has  been  officially  named  TOWNSEND  ROAD,  in  honor  of  Mr, 

Wilbur  Townsend,  President  of  Handy  & Harman. 

The  balance  of  the  road  project  has  been  officially  named 
FRANKLIN  R,  McKAY  ROAD,  honoring  our  former  legal  Counsel  and 
Associate,  Franklin  R,  McKay.  (This  portion  is  complete  except  for 
final  hot  mix  paving,)  Numerous  cross  connections  must  still  be  made 
in  the  future,  and  final  paving  will  be  postponed  pending  building  con- 
struction and  subsequent  necessary  excavations  for  utility  connections. 

The  re-construction  of  County  Street,  from  County  Square  to 
Tiffany  Street  is  due  to  start  by  next  spring  (1971).  This  work  will 
be  financed  as  a Chapter  90  Project,  and  upon  completion  (estimated 
for  summer  of  1971) , will  provide  excellent  approaches  to  the  Attle- 
boro Industrial  Park  from,  both  uptown  Attleboro  and  from  nearby  R.I. 

During  the  1970  construction  season,  we  have  been  engaged  in 
basic  grading  and  drainage  work,  which  has  brought  all  but  about  two 
(2)  acres  of  land  in  the  so-called  "small  plant  area"'up  to  our  standards 
for  conveyance  to  prospective  purchasers.  While  some  work  remains 
on  this  phase,  it  seems  prudent  to  temporarily  postpone  the  further 
performance  and  thus  permit  greater  economy  by  utilizing  fill  which  will 
be  generated  by  the  Chapter  90  work  on  County  Street .

A detailed  report  showing  our  financial  position  will  be  pre- 
sented by  Treasurer  Stanley  M.  Gower,  Jr.  Doubtless  Mr.  Gower’s 
FIFTH  ANNUAL  TREASURER’S  REPORT  will  remind  us,  again,  of  our  good 
fortune  in  having  his  services  in  this  vital  capacity. 

Currently,  constructive  discussions  are  in  progress  with  four 
prospects,  involving  sites  for  buildings  ranging  from  6,500  square 
feet  to  30,000  square  feet.  The  land  area  necessary  to  accomodate 
these  prospects  would  be  12  acres.  In  all  instances,  these  pro- 
spects, have  expressed  approval  of  our  Park,  and  the  general  condi- 
tions of  our  proposals.  I feel  that  their  eventual  decisions  will 
be  governed,  largely  by  general  economic  conditions,  and,  especially 
by  construction  costs  and  the  availability  and  price  of  construction 
financing . 

As  of  January  1,1970,  our  Attleboro  Industrial  Park  area  has 
created  taxable  valuation  of  $2,640,070.00  — which,  this  year  will 
yeild  $134,619.27  in  taxes  to  the  City  of  Attleboro. 

In  addition  to  these  figures,  the  Northwest  Industrial  Park, 
under  the  supervision  of  our  companion  agency,  the  Attleboro 
Development  and  Industrial  Commission,  has  created  $781,430.00  in 
taxable  valuation,  which  will  produce  $39,777.35  in  taxes.

Combined,  these  activities  represent  $3,426,210.00  in  valuation. 

and  $174,396.62  in  1970  tax  receipts. 

The  generation  of  tax  revenue  is,  of  course,  significant,  and  im- 
portant to  the  public  interest.  I think  it  is  also  important  to  note 
that,  in  addition  to  creating  tax  revenue,  these  Industrial  facilities 
also  provide  employment  for  approximately  2,300  people  in  attractive, 
new,  modern  buildings,  thus  bringing  added  economic  opportunity  and 
stability  to  our  entire  area. 

If  the  foregoing  figures  suggest  that  the  leadership  provided  by 
the  Attleboro  Development  and  Industrial  Commission  and  the  Attleboro 
Redevelopment  Authority  has  resulted  in  economic  progress  for  Attleboro 
we  should  hasten  to  observe  that  our  program  has  consistently  enjoyed 
strong  support  and  cooperation  from  His  Honor,  Mayor  Thomas  A.  Piggott, 
and  from  all  members  of  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council. 

I welcome  this  opportunity  to  express  my  warm,  personal  thanks  to 
Mayor  Piggott  and  the  members  of  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council 
for  their  continued  interest  and  assistance. 

It  should  be  acknowledged,  also,  that  the  cheerful  cooperation 
of  all  Agencies  and  Department  of  City  government  is  always  avail- 
able, and  is  deeply  appreciated. 

Thanks,  too,  for  the  cooperation  and  assistance  of  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Community  Affairs  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Commerce  and  Development.

REPORT  OF  THE  TREASIRER 
YEAR.  ENDED  SEPTEIVIBER  30,  1970 


The  attached  Comparative  Balance  Sheet  and  Comparative  Statement 
of  Income  and  Expense  are  condensed  from  the  certified  reports  of  our 
auditors,  Ward,  Fisher  and  Company.  Additional,  more  detailed  inform- 
ation from  the  auditors  report  is  available  to  any  member  of  the  Cor- 
poration, either  through  the  Hospital  Director  or  the  Treasurer. 

The  net  worth  of  the  Corporation  has  increased  during  the  past 
year  by  approximately  $340,000.00,  in  spite  of  a loss  from  operating 
the  hospital  of  $146,000.00.  This  results  from  substantial  bequests 
received  during  the  year  and  gains  from  the  sale  of  investments.  During 
the  year  the  new,  enlarged  Pediatrics  Unit  was  completed  at  a cost  in 
excess  of  $300,000.00, 

Net  income  from  services  to  patients  increased  approximately 
$478,000.00,  while  operating  expenses  including  depreciation  increased 
approximately  $432,000.00,  resulting  in  a reduction  of  the  loss  from 
operations  of  $47,000  as  compared  to  the  previous  year. 

Donations  and  income  from  the  Endowment  Trust  Funds  are  used  to 
reduce  the  loss  from  operations. 

The  total  Endowment  Funds  had  a book  value  of  $2,395,000.00  as  of 
September  30,  1970  and  a market  value  of  $3,196,000,00  on  the  same 
date.  The  Endowment  Funds  are  managed  by  the  Finance  Committee  at 
regularly  held  meetings  with  competent  investment  counsel.

In  an  earlier  annual  report,  I announced  that  the  Maternity  and  Emer- 
gency areas  would  be  pursued,  but  also  pointed  out  that  it  takes  a 
considerable  amount  of  time  to  bring  a major  project  from  conception 
to  the  point  where  the  new  facility  exists  and  is  in  everyday  operation 
(usually  at  least  five  years) , In  the  meantime,  as  you  already  know, 
1970  saw  the  completion  of  our  fully  renovated  and  expanded  Pediatric 
section . 

In  conclusion,  it  is  a pleasure  to  report  strong  progress  in  these 
projects,  and  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  your  Board  in  meeting  the 
Challenge  of  Change  in  the  year  ahead.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR 
”A  Glance  at  1970” 


A glance  backward  serves  a useful  purpose  at  the  beginning  of  a New 
Year,  First  it  capsulizes  accomplishments,  but  of  greater  importance, 
it  lays  the  foundation  for  the  future.  To  give  the  Trustees  and  Cor- 
porate Members  a comprehensive  review  of  the  Hospital  during  1970 
would  produce  a voluminous  report  far  beyond  your  patience,  interest 
and  endurance.  I would  therefore,  with  your  permission,  like  to  limit 
myself  to  a dozen  or  so  major  and  minor  happenings,  many  of  which  were 
’’firsts”  and  may  serve  to  give  you  an  insight  into  what  can  be  expected 
in  the  future, 

1.  On  January  19  last  year  an  enlarged  Board  of  Managers  was  voted 
and  began  a year  of  hospital  direction.  For  the  first  time  since 
the  Hospital  opened  its  doors  in  1913  was  the  Board  membership  en- 
larged. Mrs.  William  C,  H.  Prentice  of  Norton  and  Mr.  Phillip  R. 
Jones  of  Attleboro  Falls  brought  new  expertise  as  well  as  further 
geographic  representation  on  the  Board.  The  addition  of  the  im- 
mediate Past  President  of  the  Medical  Staff  in  the  person  of 
Wendell  E.  Smith,  M.  D.  placed  a physician  on  the  Board  for  the 
first  time  in  the  Hospital’s  history.  This  is  perhaps  the  appro- 
priate time  to  place  on  record  the  Hospital’s  indebtedness  to  this 
unselfish  and  able  body  of  men  and  women  whose  leadership  has 
provided  the  Attleboro  area  with  a Hospital  of  which  the  community 
is  justly  proud.  My  personal  thanks  for  support,  understanding 
and  wisdom  goes  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Phillip  F. 

Leach,  and  the  President  of  the  Corporation,  Mr.  C.  Wallace 
Cederberg . 

2.  The  year  1970  saw  the  last  class  graduating  from  the  School  of 
Nursing.  A nostalgic  and  sad  fact  in  itself,  it  nevertheless  faced 
squarely  and  realistically  the  nationwide  changes  in  nursing  edu- 
cation. Time  will  tell  whether  these  changes  will  prove  to  be  wise, 
but  our  affiliations  with  new  types  of  nursing  programs  continue  and 
will  be  further  explored. 
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leport  of  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  continued: 


3.  The  new  and  enlarged  Marcia  Armstrong  Pavilion  for  Pediatrics  be- 
came a reality,  financed  by  two  major  bequests  by  the  late  Fred 
Bullock  and  Alfred  Sparks,  totaling  $320,000. 

4.  Automation  continues  in  the  Laboratories  where  one  machine,  the 
new  SMA  12  - 60  is  able  to  perform  twelve  blood  tests  simultan- 
eously which  used  to  be  hand  done  by  technicians  taking  hours  of 
time . 

5.  For  the  first  time  in  Massachusetts  charitable  institutions  such 

as  hospitals  lost  their  "charitable  immunity",  a legal  doctrine  based 
on  English  law  holding  these  public  trusts  immune  from  law  suits. 

As  a result,  hospitals  across  the  commonwealth  saw  their  liability 
insurance  costs  rise  to  unprecedented  levels. 

6.  For  the  first  time  the  Hospital's  Maternity  Department  made  possible 
the  presence  of  fathers  in  the  Labor  and  Delivery  Rooms,  as  well  as 
providing  a small  waiting  room  for  fathers  who  would  rather  sit  it 
out  alone.  This  is  part  of  a continuing  program  to  provide  "family- 
centered"  obstetrics. 

7.  During  1970  a most  successful  slide  series  on  the  Hospital  was  com- 
pleted entitled  "Dawn  to  Dawn  at  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital."  This 
show  was  sponsored  by  the  Aid  Association  and  has  been  seen  by  over 
1,000  people. 

8.  The  first  service  pin  to  a male  volunteer  was  awarded  to  your  Clerk 
of  the  Corporation,  Mr.  Preston  Stevenson  who  made  the  first  in- 
roads into  what  had  been,  albeit  a most  successful,  an  exclusively 
female  domain.  Plans  are  underway  to  establish  a Male  Volunteer 
Section. in  the  Volunteer  Service. 

9.  For  the  first  time  in  the  Hospital’s  history  a helicopter  landed  on 
the  hospital  grounds  with  a needed  supply  of  blood  from  Boston. 

This  was  necessary  for  an  emergency  operation,  and  the  state  police 
cruiser  assigned  to  deliver  the  blood  made  unsatisfactory  progress 
on  the  Southeast  Expressway  during  the  rush  hour.  Within  minutes 
preparations  were  made  to  have  a State  Police  helicopter  deliver 

it  to  our  parking  lot  where  four  police  cruisers  cordoned  off  a 
small  section  with  beacons  flashing,  providing  a landing  space, 

.0.  A decision  was  reached  with  the  Attleboro  Fire  Department  to  shift 
to  a new  concept  in  emergency  transportation.  A new  life  support 
Rescue  Vehicle  is  being  designed  with  the  help  of  the  Medical  Staff 
which  will  greatly  improve  the  transportation  of  the  critically 
injured,  whether  on  the  highway,  in  industry,  or  at  home. 

.1.  Health  insurance,  whether  federally  sponsored  or  controlled,  clearly 
moved  into  the  political  arena,  and  although  1970  saw  a variety  of 
proposals  introduced,  it  can  safely  be  predicted  that  additional 
Congressmen  and  Senators  will  come  forth  with  a variety  of  bills 
during  1971.

12.  You  might  be  interested  in  knowing  that  on  New  Year’s  Eve  patient 
number  9,251  was  admitted  and  baby  number  1,192  was  born  at  Sturdy 
Memorial  Hospital,  this  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  STAFF 


As  President  of  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  Medical  Staff  during  the 
past  year,  I would  like  to  describe  briefly  the  progress  of  1970. 

The  main  physical  change  that  occurred  was  the  opening  of  the  new  Ped- 
iatric Unit  which  is  enlarged  and  has  facilities  for  taking  care  of 
teenagers.  The  next  physical  change  of  importance  planned  at  this  time 
is  the  addition  of  a new  Obstetrical  Wing;  and,  following  this,  there 
will  be  additions  and  revisions  to  provide  for  an  Ambulatory  Patient 
Care  Unit  which  will  help  to  unload  the  ever-increasing  problems  in  our 
Emergency  Room, 

Our  Laboratory  has  in  operation  at  this  point  an  SMA  12-60  Unit  which 
allows  automation  of  twelve  commonly  called-for  blood  tests.  Further 
automation  for  blood  counting  is  being  contemplated. 

In  our  Intensive  Care  Unit  we  have  acquired  a specialized  type  of  por- 
table flouroscope  which  allows  for  the  insertion  of  cardiac  pacemakers. 

Just  as  important  as  the  new  equipment  is  the  addition  to  the  Hospital 
Staff  of  qualified  personnel.  The  Medical  Staff  has  added  Doctor  Donald 
Leow,  an  Internist  particularly  skilled  in  the  insertion  of  cardiac 
pacemakers,  and  Doctor  Joseph  Rothenstein  whose  specialty  is  Dermato- 
logy. The  Obstetrical-Gynecological  Service  has  added  two  physicians, 
Doctor  David  Perras  and  Doctor  Donald  Hayden  to  their  staff.  Doctor 
Benjamin  Gilson  has  been  added  to  the  Orthopedic  Staff  of  the  Surgical 
Service . 

Through  the  efforts  of  our  Director  of  Medical  Education,  Doctor  Ernest 
A.  Bragg,  we  have  had  continuing  education  at  our  regular  departmental 
meetings  and  combined  Medical-Surgical  meetings. 

Because  of  a cooperative  Administration  and  a hard-working,  well-organ- 
ized Staff,  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  seems  to  be  making  most  satisfactory 
progress.  The  outlook  for  the  present  year  is  for  continuing  advancement. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  announce  that  your  speaker  for  next  year 
will  be  the  new  President  of  the  Medical  Staff,  Doctor  William  M. 

Downing .

An  operating  budget  for  the  year  was  submitted  to  the  Mayor  and  Council 
and  approved  in  the  amount  of  $4,135.00. 

On  January  13,  1970,  the  City  of  Attleboro  was  presented  with  a check 
for  $8,475.00  from  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources,  This  represented 
the  state’s  reimbursement  to  the  city  toward  the  cost  of  purchase  of 
58+-  acres  of  land  on  the  Bungay  River  off  Lindsey  Street. 

This  land  will  soon  be  designated  by  appropriate  signs  and  will  be 
cleared  for  use  as  a picnic  area  for  the  residents  of  the  city. 

In  April  the  Commission  received  copies  of  the  Natural  Resources  Inven- 
tory of  Attleboro,  outlining  local  sites  with  natural  resource  potentials. 
Also  received  were  maps  showing  potential  water  impoundment  sites  in 
the  city. 

The  Natural  Resources  Technical  Team  of  Bristol  County  prepared  this 
report  and  maps  at  no  cost  whatsoever  to  Attleboro, 

The  Commission  voted  to  acquire  five  parcels  of  wetlands  in  the  Chartley 
Brook  area  off  Pike  Avenue.  As  required  under  the  Self-Help  Program, 
a preliminary  application  to  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  was 
prepared  for  acquisition  of  this  land.  Approval  was  received  and  the 
final  steps  necessary  to  complete  the  transaction  are  being  taken.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 
1970 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Municipal  Council: 

Gentlemen : 

During  1970,  the  Planning  Board  continued  in  the  organizational 
pattern  of  1969,  with  committees  functioning  in  the  areas  of  compre- 
hensive planning,  subdivision,  and  municipal  affairs.  Incumbent 
officers  Joseph  Lamoureux,  chairman,  Edward  Kurtz,  vice-chairman,  and 
Mrs,  Marcus  Robbins,  Jr.,  secretary,  were  re-elected:  and  William  Har- 
bin was  re-appointed  delegate  to  the  Southeastern  Regional  Planning 
and  Economic  Development  District.  The  board  accepted  with  regret  the 
resignations  of  David  Powers  and  J.  Russell  Sweeney,  but  was  fortu- 
nate to  have  appointed  as  members  John  J,  Sullivan  and  Mrs.  James  T. 
Kane . 

The  development  of  the  Master  Plan  was  the  top  priority  item  for 
the  Comprehensive  Planning  Committee,  headed  by  David  Schlothauer. 

The  Base  Map  was  received  from  Planning  Services  Group  in  March. 

Master  Plan  manuals  were  distributed  to  prospective  committee  chair- 
men, and  Mrs.  Cynthia  Horne  accepted  chairmanship  of  the  Neighbor- 
hood Committee.  However,  difficulties  were  encountered  in  finding 
other  chairmen,  and  the  committee  held  a series  of  meetings  with  the 
professional  planners  to  consider  ways  of  moving  the  plan  forward. 

In  October,  Mrs.  Horne  was  hired  on  a part-time  basis  to  coordinate 
the  development  of  the  Master  Plan.  She  prepared  an  organizational 
chart,  established  a calendar  of  events,  and  completed  the  recruit- 
ment of  committee  chairman  and  members.  June  1971  was  set  as  a tar- 
get date  for  the  completion  of  the  Master  Plan.  Mrs.  Horne  began  a 
monthly  report  of  committee  progress.  She  also  worked  with  two 
students  from  Wheaton  College  who  were  participating  in  an  intern- 
ship program  in  city  government  . The  contract  with  Planning  Services 
Group  was  extended  to  June  1,1971.  The  planners  will  update  popula- 
tion projections,  make  estimates  of  the  holding  capacity  of  existing 
land  as  it  is  presently  zoned,  and  continue  to  assist  in  the  Master 
Plan  committee  work  as  requested.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  David 
Schlothauer  reported  that  all  committees  were  moving  ahead  in  a very 
encouraging  way. 

A second  concern  of  the  Comprehensive  Committee  was  the  updating 
of  the  Capital  Improvements  Program.  David  Powers  contacted  each 
department  head,  compiled  proposed  capital  improvement  data,  and 
prepared  the  report.  This  was  the  first  time  a member  of  the  Plann- 
ing Board  had  prepared  such  a report  with  only  assistance  from  the 
professional  planners.  The  completed  Capital  Improvements  Program 
was  presented  to  the  Board  in  late  January,  and  David  Powers  was  com- 
plimented for  a job  well  done.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  John  Sullivan 
was  at  work  on  the  next  update,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  board  can 
continue  the  updating  of  the  Capital  Improvements  Program  through 
its  own  efforts.  The  Comprehensive  Planning  Committee  also  studied 
the  problem  of  multi-family  dwellings  and  the  possible  need  for  ordin- 
ance revision  in  this  area.  In  June,  it  was  reported  that  assistance 
from  the  professional  planners  would  be  needed  to  rewrite  the  ordin- 
ance, This  will  be  done  after  the  completion  of  the  Master  Plan. 

On  Dfecemb^r  1,1970,  Robert  G,  Mawney  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
unexpired  term  of  J.  Russell  Sv/eeney. 
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Report  of  the  Planning  Board  continued: 

Subdivision  Committee  Chairman  Clifford  Swanso;i  working  with 
John  Sullivan,  Mayor  Piggott,  Superintendent  of  Public  Works 
Joseph  Keith,  and  Councilman  William  Cauley,  considered  the  problem 
of  city  acceptance  of  unaccepted  streets.  It  was  suggested  that  the 
ordinance  be  changed  to  allov/  streets  in  new  subdivisions  to  be 
automatically  accepted  upon  release  of  the  performance  bond.  To  this 
end,  it  was  suggested  that  the  plan  and  profile  of  streets  submitted 
by  plat  developers  be  suitable  for  final  street  acceptance,  follow- 
ing requirements  prepared  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  l‘he 
problem  of  the  repairs  and  maintenance  of  unaccepted  streets  was  also 
discussed  by  this  group.  The  Subdivision  Committee  continued  to 
inspect  the  sites  of  all  proposed  subdivisions,  rezoning  requests, 
and  applications  for  bond  release. 

The  Municipal  Affairs  Committee,  chaired  by  Edward  Kurtz,  was  con- 
cerned with  the  location  of  the  proposed  North  Main  Street  fire  station, 
violations  of  the  Corner  Lot  Ordinance,  and  the  need  for  a full-time 
building  inspector.  Along  with  other  Board  members,  they  participated  in  an 
inspection  of  conservation  areas  that  involved  a hike  to  the  Oak  Hill, 

Smith  Street,  and  Slater  Street  sites.  They  expressed  the  entire 
Board’s  concern  for  the  continued  filling  of  wetlands.  This  committee 
also  continued  to  review  all  applications  and  decisions  of  the  Zoning 
Board  of  Appeal. 

Delegate  William  Harbin  attended  many  meetings  of  the  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development  District, 
representing  the  Board’s  interest  in  such  projects  as  the  Ten  Mile  River 
Basin  Study,  the  TAMS  Regional  Sewer  and  Water  Study,  the  possible  de- 
velopment of  a regional  water  district,  the  Statewide  Comprehensive 
Highway  Study,  the  preparation  of  a land  use  map,  and  a transportation 
study  involving  Attleboro,  Taunton,  Fall  River,  and  New  Bedford.  He 
also  served  on  the  review  committee  for  the  TAMS  Regional  Sewer  and 
Water  Study. 

The  Planning  Board  would  again  like  to  call  attention  to  its  con- 
tinuing recommendation  that  the  City  of  Attleboro  should  hire  .a  full- 
time Building  Inspector.  We  feel  that  the  interests  of  the  city  can 
best  be  served  by  strict  adherent  to  the  codes  and  regulations 
governing  building,  and  that  this  compliance  with  the  law  can  only  be 
assured  by  the  full-time  presence  of  an  inspector  with  enforcement 
powers.  The  board  also  recommends  installation  of  a continuation 
of  O’Neil  Blvd.,  from  Maple  Street  to  South  Main  Street,  correction  of 
the  intersection  of  Park  Street,  Brook  Street,  and  O’Neil  Blvd.,  and 
strict  enforcement  of  the  Corner  Lot  Ordinance,

The  Retirement  Board  respectfully  submits  its  annual  report  containing  financial 
statements  covering  the  transactions  of  the  year  ended  December  31,  1970. 

ADMINISTRATION 


The  system  is  administered  by  a board  comprised  of  three  members,  namely,  the  City 
Auditor,  ex-officio,  a member  elected  by  the  members  from  their  number  for  a term  of 
three  years,  and  a third  member  who  is  appointed  by  the  mayor  from  outside  the  system. 

At  present,  the  members  are:

Charles  H.  Hathaway,  Adm.  Term  expires  February  1972 

INVESTMENTS  AND  INVESTMENT  EARNINGS 
New  investments  acquired  during  the  year  amounted  to  $101,445 » 00.  This  figure  re- 
presents the  cost  to  the  system  of  securities  purchased.  Bonds  maturing  during  the 
year  amounted  to  $20,974.80,  leaving  a net  addition  to  the  investment  account  of 
$80,470.20.  There  was  a surplus  of  $15,148.20  in  the  earnings  of  investments  over  the 
amounts  needed  for  crediting  interest  to  the  funds  of  the  system.  This  amount  is  trans- 
ferred to  the  Pension  Fund,  thus  reducing  the  appropriation  required  from  the  city.

REPORT  OF  THE  CITY  AUDITOR 
1970 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Municipal  Council: 

I The  period  covered  in  this  report  is  the  calendar  year,  January  1,  1970  through 
December  31,  1970  inclusive. 

The  balance  sheets  cover,  the  general  fund,  non  revenue,  trust  funds,  retirement 
funds,  funded  debt,  appropriation  expenditures  and  the  comparison  of  estimated  and 
actual  receipts. 

SCOPE 

The  receipts  and  dispursements  were  examined  as  far  as  time  scheduleing  would 
allow.  Disbursements  were  examined  as  to  proper  appropriation  charge,  unit  extensions 
and  computation  charge.  Particular  interest  was  taken  of  cash  discounts  on  purchases 
with  conformity  with  the  statutes  on  purchasing  and  bidding  procedures. 

FINDINGS 

ACCOUNTS  RECEIVABLE 


The  City  Collector  has  not  reconciled  her  accounts  with  the  general  ledger  since 
IDecember  31,  1968.  The  accounts  were  not  audited  by  the  City  Auditor  as  all  the 
ibooks  and  records  were  not  available  for  examination.  "Chapter  41,  Section  50, 
iGeneral  Laws,  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts." 

ENCUMBRANCES  1970 


There  is  a decrease  in  funds  encumbered  for  1970  in  the  amount  of  $13,395*^^ 
REVOLVING  FUNDS 

There  was  an  end  of  the  year  cash  deficit  in  the  revolving  fund  in  the  amount  of 
|$26, 588.99.  This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  bills  presented  for  payment  for  1971 
Iwere  included  in  1970  payments  by  the  school  department. 

This  deficit  is  only  the  cash  portion  as  there  is  an  additional  deficit  of  accounts 
ipayable  on  December  31,  1970  of  $96,737«42.  This  deficit  goes  unrecorded  on  the  books 
lof  the  City  as  the  requests  for  adherance  to  purchase  order  routine  go  unheeded. 

There  should  be  acknowledged  an  increase  of  100^  on  these  unpaid  accounts  over  1969. 

SURPLUS  REVENUE 


There  is  a balance  in  this  account  of  $505,528.61.  This  is  offset  by  uncollected 
jtaxes  $505,149.85  as  of  December  31,  1970.  The  balance  of  $378.76  and  the  school 
ilunch  deficit  of  $26,588.99  have  a net  free  cash  deficit  of  $26,210.23*  This  amount 
iwas  certified  by  the  Bureau  of  Accounts  on  March  4,  1971* 

"Free  Cash"  is  controlled  exclusively  by  the  collection  of  unpaid  taxes. 

CITY  TREASURER 

The  bank  reconciliation  for  December  31,  1970  has  not  been  conpleted  at  the  writing 
of  this  report.  Preliminary  examination  reflects  a discrepancy  of  $121,  452.84  in 
the  general  fund  and  $118,450.67  in  the  non  revenue  funds.  These  discrepancies  are 
the  result  of  not  making  the  proper  entries  of  disbursements  or  adjustments  in  the 
Igeneral  cash  book.
